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A TIMELY PROTEST AGAINST 
UNFAIRNESS, 


The Cottonseed Crushers’ Associa- 
tion of Georgia took steps last week to 
arouse a proper public sentiment of op- 
position and protest to the growing dis- 
position of foreign countries to dis- 
(riminate against our cottonseed oil. 
As told in a special dispatch from our 
Atlanta correspondent in our last is- 
ste, the president of the Geergia as- 
‘ociation presented the matter to the 
Executive Committee of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce—one of the 
most important commercial organiza- 
tions in the South—with the result that 
a strong resolution was adopted calling 
upon Congress te enact such legislation 
a8 Will effectually prevent the adoption 
by foreign countries of prejudicial and 
discriminating duties. This is a step 
in the right direction, and it is high 
time that it should be taken. While it 
$ true that the adoption of resolutions 
by commercial bodies is not likely to 
tecomplish much effect upon the legis- 
lation of foreign countries, it is equally 
vue that it is the proper initiatory to- 
Ward creating such a widespread pub- 
lic sentiment against the unfairness of 
this discrimination that Congress will 
be compelled to listen and that foreign 
‘ountries, who wish to continue upon 
amicable commercial terms, cannot re- 
main deaf. Without the lighting of the 


first blaze no conflagration can be 
Started, 
Other associations throughout the 
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country should follow the lead of the 
Georgia organization and other com- 
mercial bodics in cities interested in, 
or dependent upon, the cotton and cot- 
tonseed industries should adopt similar 
or even stronger resolutions demand- 
ing that the United States through 
Congress or the executive department 
make vigorous protest against the ex- 
tension of this policy of discrimination, 
There is no reason for such a policy, 
except a commercial one. As an article 
of food cottonseed oil is without ob- 
jection from the point of health, and is 
bringing better fare to 
many of the poorer classes. Then 
again as a matter of fairness the 
United States deserves a square deal 
from foreign countries. Commercial 
laws should be based on fair play, and 
the Federal Government should see 
that this theory is impressed upon all 
neighbors. 
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REGISTER YOUR TRADE MARKS 
AND NAMES. 


The secretary of the National Paint 
and Varnish Association has announc- 
ed that about July 1 a new edition of 
the register of the trade-marks, names 
and titles under which the various 
products of manufacturers are sold 
would be published. The last volume 
Was corrected up to September 15, 1910, 
and contains almost seven thousand 
names. Since that time a great many 
trade names have undoubtedly been 
created and many have probably been 
either changed or discontinued entirely. 
The necessity for a revision of this ex- 
tremely valuable reference book is 
pointed out by the secretary of the 
association in his notification to the 
Members and they are _ particularly 
urged to send in a complete list of all 
their trade-marks and names and to 
carefully revise those already publish- 
ed with a view to correcting any errors 
that may exist or making any changes 
that may be necessary, The secretary’s 
letter, which is addressed to the mem- 
bers of the association, will be found 
in another column of this issue, 

The vast importance of complying 
with this request is so self evident that 
it is hardly necessary for us to call 
the especial attention of the trade to 
the matter. The register of marks and 
brands is practically essential to the 
safe and convenient transaction of 
business. Not only does it protect every 
manufacturer about to put a new prod- 
uct on the market from the danger of 
infringing upon a competitor’s prop- 
erty, but it furnishes an instantaneous 
and accurate reference for every dealer 
seeking information as to a trade name 
or mark. The measure of value of the 
directory is of course in proportion to 
its completeness and accuracy and, this 
being true, it behooves every member 
of the association to do his share in 
seeing to it that these qualifications 
The only way to at- 
tain this object and to make the book 
of the greatest value possible to the 
industry it represents is for each indi- 


vidual member to assure himself that 
the index to his trade names and 
marks is thorough and correct,

HOW RIGHT CAN BE MADE 
WRONG. 


A case was decided last week in the 
United States Court of Customs Ap- 
peals which, while not at all important 
in a commercial way, is extremely in- 
teresting in demonstrating how a strict 
adherance to technicalities and forms 
of proceedure can serious, 
court of law in the paradoxical posi- 
tion of reversing a finding which it in 
the same decision announces to be 
thoroughly correct, according to the 
law and the facts, It would also be well 
for every importer, especially those 
whose business with the custom house 
is not so extensive as to make them 
thoroughly familiar with every quirk 
in the modes of procedure, to read the 
abstract of this decision which is pub- 
lished in another column. A little more 
thorough knowledge of these details 
would have saved this importer much 
worry and trouble and would have 
ended in a few weeks a litigation which 
has lasted for a number of years.

The case, briefly, is this: A Boston 
firm imported in 1905 several consign- 
ments of gum tragasol; the collector 
assessed it at 20 per cent, as an un- 
enumerated manufactured article; the 
importer protested to the Board of 
General Appraisers claiming that the 
merchandise should have been classi- 


fied as a non-enumerated unmanu- 
factured article, mentioning the sec- 
tion covering this classification, or 


should have been admitted free as one 
of the drugs mentioned in Section 548 
of the Dingley act; the Board of Ap- 
praisers decided that the collector's 
classification was erroneous and that 
the importation should have been ad- 
mitted free—as the importers claimed 
—but admitted as a crude drug under 
section 482 and not under either of 
the sections cited in the protest. The 
case was taken to the Court of Ap- 
peals by the government attorneys, 
And now the decision comes that the 
collector was in error when he classi- 
fied the goods; that the Board of Ap- 
praisers was right when it fixed the 
classification as free crude material, but 
that this correct classification must be 
reversed because the importer did not 
designate in his appeal for relief the 
exact section under which the proper 
free entry should be secured. In other 
words the officials who are charged 
with the execution of the law, having 
committed an error which worked an 
injustice to a private citizen, are not 
permitted to remedy it because the pri- 
vate citizen did not indicate to the 
public officials the proper section of 
the law under which they should have 
acted. It is well to be mindful that 
even so simple a thing as plain justice, 
when it goes through the courts, has 
its little eccentricities,

THE MENHADEN OIL SIT- 
UATION. 


The Menhaden fish oil season which 
recently closed has been one of the 
most successful and certainly one of 
the most eventful in the history of the 
industry. The entire scale of opera- 
tions was expanded. The run of fish 
Was the greatest ever known; the num- 
ber of fishing ships was increased forty 
per cent.; the number of establishments 
making oil was larger than ver before, 
ind tne demand for oil by consumers 
Was never so insistent. In spite of all 
ot these records, however, it is doubt- 
ful if the profits of those interested in 
the industry, unless it be the crude 
mills, have been unusual, for the mar- 
ket has fluctuated far more than in 
ordinary years, and much of the busi- 
ness has been done on rather narrow 
margins. 

The production of oil during the sea- 
son of 1911 was in the neighborhood of 
115,000 barrels, which compares with 
only about 72,000 barrels _in the pre- 
vious year. Of this great production 
about 74,000 barrels were made at 
the Northern fisheries, and 41,000 bar- 
rels at those of the South. The demand 
for oil had been so keen toward the 
close of 1910 that there was practically 
no carry over, and consumers were so 
eager to buy supplies early in 1911 that 
practically all of the production of the 
Northern fisheries was sold before a 
single fish had been taken from the 
sea. At the close of the season fully 85 
per cent, of the crude product had 
passed out of the hands of the makers, 
and fully 60 per cent. had been passed 
on from the refiners and dealers to thg 
actual consumers, both foreign and do- 
mestic. 

Among the most interesting features 
of last year’s trading was the course 
taken by prices. At the beginning of 
the year the ruling price for light and 
brown strained oil was 55@57 cents a 
gallon, an advance of 40 per cent. from 
the opening of 1910. This unusual 
price was due not only to the restricted 
yield, but to the unusually high price 
of linseed oil which at the same period 
was selling well over 90 cents. This 
scale of prices also had a very decided 
effect upon the advance sales of the 
Northern fisheries. As stated above, 
these concerns sold their entire output 
during the spring of 1911 before they 
caught a fish, and they sold at prices 
ranging from 37c. to 40c. With such 
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prices for crude prevailing, and with 
an unusually heavy catch during the 
season, it not hard to understand 
that prosperity has smiled upon these 
fisheries. The Southern factories, too, 
have not been without their reward. 
Although they did not sell so far in ad- 
vance, nor sell out so completely, they 
received in the neighborhood of 35 cents 
a gallon, and their yield was far above 
their early anticipations. The small 
quantity that is now carried in the 
South is being firmly held at about 
these same figures, although it is said 
that one of the largest holders refuses 
to part with his stock for less than 40 
cents.

So much for the producers. The re- 
finers and dealers were not so lucky. 
Although they have had a _ record- 
breaking business, the margin of profit 
has been at times extremely narrow. 
Having bought crude at nigh figures, 
when the time for disposing of the re- 
fined product to consumers arrived in 
the fall prices had seriously declined. 
The ruling price during the period lin- 
seed oii was declining in Nevember and 
December was in the neighborhood of 
45 cents, which is, in fact, about the 
price to-day. As it costs from five to 
six cents to refine and handle a gallon 
of oil there was little reward in the 
increase of business that came to the 
middle man who had bought his crude 
at the high prices of the spring. The 
most hopeful feature of the situation 
for him is the knowledge that the de- 
mand is steadily increasing, and the 
variety of uses to which the oil is put 
is steadily broadening. 

No one can offer any prediction for 
the future. Next year’s crop may be 
large, or it may be insignificant. 
Fishermen who for forty years have 
followed the little menhaden frankly 
admit that they know not his habits 
nor the reasons for his comings and 
his goings. He appears off the New 
England coast about the first of June, 
and he disappears from the Southern 
waters, as a rule, in the late fall. No 
rule that is known can predict the 
size of the run. There are at present 
more ships, more factories and better 
methods of handling than ever before 


in the history of the industry. The 
advancing price of linseed oil will 
doubtless mean that menhaden oil 


prices will go up. One thing is cer- 
tain, and that is that new uses have 
been and are being found for this oil, 
and all this means an increased de- 
mand and firmer prices.

MINERAL OIL EXPORTS IN 1911. 


The December report of the exports 
of mineral oils, which is just at hand, is 
particularly interesting because in con- 
nection with it comes the full report for 
the twelve months marking the end of 
the calendar year. It affords an oppor- 
tunity to compare the full year 1911 
With that of 1910, and the lesson that 
we may draw shows very conclusively 
that while we have expanded our 
foreign trade in vils with very com- 
mendable enterprise, we are receiving 
a somewhat diminished profit on ac- 
count of the gradually receding prices 
at which the product has been taken. 
The most striking comparison of this 
character is that between the years 
1911 and 1909, the intervening year hav- 
ing been somewhat of a pause in the 
march of developments. The _ total 
amount of mineral oils, of all kinds, ex- 
ported in 1911 was 1,622,644,920 gallons, 
which were valued at $98,936,795; in 
1969 the exports amounted to 1,496,795,106 
gallons, which were valued at $99,876,196. 
In other werds while the exports last 
year were more than 126,000,000 gallons 
in excess of those cf 1909, the receipts 
in money were almost a million dol- 
lars less. The average rate at which 
oil was sold abroad in 1909 was six 
and three-fifths cents per gallon, while 
the average rate received last year was 
barely ‘six cents. In the year 1910, 
when both the volume and the value 
of the exports showed a reduction, the 


average rate received was six and 
three-tenths Oi a cent per gallon.

December exports of naphthas 
5,448,700 gallons, valued at $556,097, while 
in the same month of 1910 the exports

amounted to 8,072,711 gallons, 
were valued at $639,037. For the full 
twelve months the’ shipments of 


naphthas were 110,741,489 gallons, which 
were valued at $9,249,204, which com- 
pares with 79,059,528 gallons in the year 
1910, which was valued at $6,481,686, and 
with 57,555,061 gallons in 1909, valued at 
$4,814,498. The increase in bulk of these 
exports last year was more than 
31,000,000 gallons and the shipments of 
1911 almost doubled those of 1909, Cer- 
tainly such expansion as these figures 
indicate should be highly satisfactory, 
not only to every one connected with 
the cil industry, but to every citizen 
who has at heart the commercial pros- 
perity of his country. This steady 
growth also shows that the admission 
of the petroleum products of other 
countries free of duty has in no way in- 
terfered with our cwn developments 
The average rate per gallon for our 
exported naphthas during 1911 was 8.3 
cents, which is one-tenth of one cent 
more than the rate which prevailed in 
1910 and is the same as that of 1909. 

In other branches of the industry in 
general, there was also a very satis- 
factory development during the year. 
The exports of crude were 122,791,300 
gallons, valued at $3,861,599, asc ympared 
with 119,630,159 during the year 1919, 
which was valued at $3,572,252. The 
rate per gallon shows a distinct ad- 
vance in price, the average for last 
year being 3.1 cents and in 1910 hav- 
ing been 2.9 cents. The exports for 
Deccmber were 13,367,498, which is about 
a million gallons greater than for the 
same month last year and an increase 
of half that amount over the month of 
November. 

In lubricating oils the increase dur- 
ing the year 1911 has been most satis- 
factory. The totals show that the ex- 
were 177,387,271 gallons, which 


ports 
were valued at $22,232,326, as compared 
with 158,966,676 gallons in 1916, which 


was valued at $20,044,921. In December 
there was particularly heavy expan- 
sion. For this month, 1911, the ship- 
ments were 18,205,062 gallons, as com- 
pored with 12,674,170 gallons in the same 
month of 1909 and 15,314,031 gallons in 
November, 1911. The average price re- 
ceived for lubricating oils during 1911 
was 124% cents per gallon, or one-tenth 
of a cent less than in the previous 
year. 

The exports of residuum for the year 
also show a very comfortable increase 
over those of 1910. The total was 
115,498,240 gallons, as compared with 
107,095,460 gallons in the previous year. 
The average price received, however, 
was reduced one-fifth of a cent per gal- 
ion, with the result that the total money 
return for 1911 was less than for 1910, 
the former being $3,499,928 and the lat- 
ter $3,414,376. 

A feature of the yearly figures is the 
change in the relative importance of 
some of the ports of export. New York, 
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ures for the year are:—New York, 933,- 
049,258 gallons; Philadeiphia, 393,718,222 
gallons; San Lrancisco, 145,383,651 gal- 
.ons, and Sabie, 138,882,076 gallons. It 
interesting also to note that tne 
exports of haphthna from Sabine are al 
double those of the year before, 
emphasizing the development of 
ihe hign grade product in the Gulf 
 oast field.

Medal. 


THE LOCAL SECTION OF THE

In the discussion that 
followed, it was brought out that the 
chalking of white lead constituted one of 
its valuable characteristics, in that it left 
the surface in better condition for re- 
painting, but that excessive or too rapid 
chalking was objectionable. The value of 
white lead as a pigment was recognized 
by all of the speakers, and it was brought 
that success in painting depended 
more on the judgment and experience of 
the painter than on the material. In his 
lecture, Mr, Gardner characterized wall 


paper, kalsomine or casein paints as 
dangerous in that they afford a lurking

medal, in recognition of his most valuable 
work in applied chemistry. 

“Herman Frasch was born in Gaildorf, 
in Wuertemberg, in 1852. In 1868 he took 
up the practice of pharmacy, came to 
America, and was placed in charge of the 
laboratory of Professor Maisch at the 
Philadelphia College of Pharmacy. He 
found, however, that industrial chemistry 
interested him much more than pharma- 
ceutical chemistry, and in 1874 he estab- 
lished a laboratory of his own. Here be- 
gan the studies and investigations which 
resulted in some of the most important 
achievements ever accomplished in indus- 
trial chemistry. 

“In 1876, at the age of twenty-four, he 
evolved a process for refining paraffine 
wax which was purchased by a Cleveland 
Petroleum Company affiliated with the 
Standard Oil Company. These companies 
were so well pleased with his first inven- 
tion that thev induced him to give un his 
work in Philadelnhia, move to Cleveland, 
and make the petroleum industry his spe- 
cialtv. He devoted himself assiduously 
to the refining of petroleum, and made 
many improvements in the processes in 
use. for some of which he sought and 
obtained patents. The first was applied 
for December 15, 1876, when he was but 
twenty-four years of age. It was for an 
improvement in apparatus and processes 
for the separation and treatment of oils, 
by more completely separating the more 
volatile constituents from the less volatile, 
in order to increase the density. improve 
the fire test, sweeten the odor. and other- 
wise improve the quality. This was fol- 
lowed by further applications for addi- 
tional improvements for the s7me purpose. 
Five such patents were applied for be- 





tween 1876 and 1885, all of which were 
granted. 

“He also obtained a patent in 18% for 
the manufacture of waxed paper, a ma- 
terial saturated with paraffine which has 
found a great variety of applications, In 
1885 Mr. Frasch invented an improved pe- 
troleum oil lamp. 

“Our great inventor’s attention was not, 
however, confined to petroleum. In 1882 
he invented a process for manufacturing 
white lead directly from the Galena ore. 
In the same year he devoted considerable 
attention to improving the processes and 
apparatus for manufacturing salt, a sub- 














ject which continued to occupy his at- 
tention for several years. Five patents 
for his improvements in this industry 
were applied for in the years 1882 to 1899, 


and subsequently granted. 

“He studied the ammonia process 
for making carbonate of soda from salt, 
and between 1882 and 1886 applied for four 
patents for improvements, all of which 
were granted. 

“In 1883 Mr. Frasch devised a very 
ingenious invention of a process of mak- 
ing elements for thermal electric genera- 
tors, which was granted the same year. 
In the same vear he obtained two patents 


also 


for the manufacture of a superior car- 
bon for electric light carbons, and carbons 
for other purposes, from ‘wax tailings’ 
or ‘still wax’ by treating the same with 
nitric or sulphuric acid in a_ specially 
designed furnace. 

“Mr. Frasch’s contracts with the vari- 


ous oil companies expired in 1885, and he 
then moved to London, Ontario, where 
he went into business for himself, forming 


the Empire Oil Company It was here 
that he solved the Canadian oil problem, 
by devising a simple process by which 
the offensive oils of Canada and Ohio 


could be made so pure that they became 
as valuable as the Pennsylvania oil. There 
had never been any difficulty in treating 
Pennsylvania oil so as to obtain perfect- 
ly sweet gasolene, benzine, naphtha, 
burning oil, lubricating oil and paraffin; 
for the simple reason that these oils were 
practically free from sulphur. But_ the 
Canadian and Ohio oils contained about 
one per cent. of sulphur, in such offensive 
combinations that it was impossible to 
obtain from them, by the customary 
processes of treatment, products that 
could be marketed, So they were only 
available for fuel purposes. Many chem- 
ists attacked the problem of deodorizing 


those oils by decomposing the sulphur 
compounds; many processes were _ de- 
vised and patented, but not one of them 


was satisfactory until Mr. Frasch began 
to study the subject. On February 1, 
1887, he applied for his first patent for 
‘Refining Canadian and similar petroleum 
oils,” and by December 31, 1894, had ap- 
plied for twenty patents for his inven- 
tions in connection with this subject, all 
of which were granted. The essence of 
his invention consisted in distillng the 
different products of the fractional dis- 
tillation of the crude oil, with metallic 
oxides, especially oxide of copper; by 
which the sulphur was completely re- 
noved, by entering into combination with 
the copper, while the oils distilled over 
as odorless and sweet as those from the 
best Pennsylvania oil. The process was 
comparatively inexpensive, as Frasch de- 
vised simple processes for separating the 
sulvhide of copper from the residuum, 
and restoring it by roasting to its orig- 


inal condition, making it possible to use 
it over and over again on fresh lots of 
oil. 


“It was in the works of the Empire Oil 
Company that Mr. Frasch solved the 
problem of raising the terribly offensive 
sulphur-containing oils of Canada and 
Ohio from the low grade of fuel oils. to 
the highest grade of purest oil. He had 
the process in operation on a large scale 
when, in May, 1888, the Standard Oil Com- 
pany purchased his patents after they 
had been thoroughly investigated and 
tested by their experts. The company 
bought the works of the Empire Oil 
Company at London, Ontario, and pro- 
ceeded at once to construct large works 
for carrying out Frasch’s inventions at 
Lima, Cleveland, Whiting, Olean, Phila- 
delphia and Bayonne. Mr. Frasch_re- 
ceived in payment stock of the Standard 


Oil Company, selling at that time for 
168 and paying 7 per cent. After his 


process had been thoroughly established 
in the United States for Ohio oil, he sold 
half his stock at 820, and the company 
had been paying for some time 4 per 
cent. instead of 7 per cent. 

‘When one considers that the capital 
of the Standard Oil Company was one 
hundred million dollars, the pecuniary 
return from the Frasch.process in the 
increased value of the stock, and the 
magnitude of the greatly increased divi- 
dends, assumes gigantic proportions. 

“In addition to the advantages to the 
owners of the stock of the Standard Oil 
Company, there were a host of others who 
profited to an enormous extent. Frasch’s 
process sent up the price of crude Ohio 
oil from 14 cents a barrel to $1 and above, 
thus benefiting the farmers and oil pro- 
ducers of Ohio, Indiana, and _ TIilinois, 
and also by greatly increasing the de- 
mand for this kind of oil, until the pro- 
duction of this field went up to 90,000 
barrels per dav, giving an increase in 
return to the land and well owners of 
untold millions of dollars. 

“Other inventions of Mr. Frasch in con- 
nection with petroleum refining are: 
1890—A process for removing from the heavier 
burning fraction of the ofl, the sulphuric acid 
taken up during the acid treatment by the 
eracked preducts This he accomplished by 
distillation with lime. 
1895—Processes for increasing the flow of 
oil wells The Pennsylvania oil wells occur 
in the Devorian sand stone and in order to 
refuvenate an exhausted well, it had long been 
eustomary to shatter and crack the surround- 
ing rock by exploding one or several hundred 
quarts of nitroglycerin at the bottom. 

Tn Ohfo, Inaiana and Tllinois the wells occur 
at a much deeper geological horizon, in the 
Silurian limestones. Frasch substituted sul- 
phurie or hydrochloric acid In place of nitro- 
glycerin for the purpose of rejuvenating the 


exhausted wells. one proving best in some

Mr. Warren to purchase capital stock of 
the company to the amount of $16,500, in 
addition to the small block of stock’ al. 

He states that he 
bought and paid for the additional stock 
and at the same time entered into a 


written contract with Messrs. Waugh and 
Warren, by the terms of which each of 
the three contracting parties was to draw 
1 salary of $4,800 a year. Mr, Waugh was 
to woe president. Mr. Warren, secretary 
and treasurer, and Mr. Lauer, vice-presi- 
dent, and te have charge of the sales de- 
partment. This arrangement, according 
to the allegation, was to continue for 
twenty years, and at all meetings the par- 
ties were to pool their stock and see that 
they were elected directors and officers.

tl lead oxides have met with a fair 
demand and comestic zines are report- 
ed to be in a _ strong position, with 
giadually increasing demand. In the 
market for dry colors the most impor- 
tant development of the week was a 
reduction in price for Paris green, the 
decrease resulting from lower values 
for arsenic. Metallic paints are being 
contracted for, and paint mixers and 
grinders are accounting for larger 
quantities than are the big equipment 
companies who are expected to be- 
come heavy buyers during the present 
year. In the miscellaneous list with- 
drawals on contracts is going on for 
some items and for others consumers 
are entering into new _ contracts. 
Prices of some articles are said to be 
shaded in some instances, but quota- 
tion figures are generally repeated at 
former lev2ls. Putty is slow with con- 
sumers holding off for lower prices and 
watching closely the market for lin- 
seed oil. Large quantities of foreign 
glues are being brought into the local 
market, but do not enter into imme- 
diate consuming channels. China wood 
oil is in no better position, and the un- 
certainty of obtaining fresh supplies 
is turning varnish makers to the use 
of varnish gums, and considerable im- 
provement is shown in certain kinds 
of gums.

garding Familiar Paint Materials.”’ 

This was followed by two papers that 
were discussed together, ‘“‘Lithopone and 
Its Uses for Wall Finishes,’’ written by 
Robert 8S. Perry, who was unfortunately 
unable to be present, and the other, from 
Lhe painter’s standpoint, by S. G. Griffith, 
Altoona, on ‘Modern Wall Paints—Their 
Success or Failure as Viewed by the Prac- 
tical Painter."’ From the experience of 
Mr. Griflith, and of the majority of those 
who tvok part in the long discussion that 
followed, these paints had not proved 
satisfactory, and the manufacturers were 
condemned for not fully instructing the 
painters as to the nature of these ma- 
terials, and to the fact that they could 
not be sutisfactorily used either over or 
under pure white lead coatings, or in con- 
nection with lead colors. The claims of 
the manufacturers of these goods were 
not substantiated, in the judgment of 
most of those who had had experience 
with them, and painters were warned to 
be cautious about using them. One or 
two members had used them with suc- 
cess. G. W. Thompson and Mr. Nemsek 
both pointed out that these modern fin- 
isher differed very much in their com- 
position, and that each brand should be 
tested out separately. Lithopones varied 
very much in their physical characteris- 
tics, although chemically identical. 

The election of officers resulted in the 
choice of Frank X. Keily, of Philadelphia, 
for president; John Dewar, Pittsburgh, 
for vice-president; Thomas Lane, Pitts- 
burgh, as secretary, and William R. 
Wolfinger, of Reading, as treasurer. 

Philadelphia was chosen as the place 
for holding the 1912 convention. 

The chief entertainment feature was the 
banyuet, held om Wednesduy evening, at 
which G. W. Thompson, of the National 
Lead Company, acted as toastmaster, fill- 
ing the duty very pleasantly, although he 
explained tliat substitution was against 
his usual principles, and in serving he was 
u gross adulterant, since he was substi- 
tuting for George B. Heckel, whose ill- 
ness had prevented from acting, in ac- 
cording with the program.

Washington, Jan. 19, 1912. 
In June last, Guring the special ses- 
sion ot Congress, wnen the House of 
Kkepresentatives Was doing no business 


along the line of general tegislation, but 
the penate occasionally passed some ,mea- 
sures, the latter body on June 2 passed 
a bill promoung the efficiency of the 
Public Health and Merine Hospital Serv- 
ice. ‘his measure has now been reported 
favorabiy from the Committee on I[nter- 
state and Foreign Commerée of the 
House by Mr. Richardson of Alabama, a 
member of the committee. 

In reporting the bill the House 
mittee simply adopts the detailed report 
on the subject which was made by the 
Senate Committee on Public Health and 
National Quarantine when the bill was re- 
ported to the Senate and passed by that 
body in the special session. In other 
words, the House committee agrees to 
the general statements with respect to the 
purposes of the bill, which in effect are 
to place the ‘officers of the Public Health 
and Marine Hospital Service on a parity, 
as respects grades, salaries and allow- 
ances, with officers of like length of serv- 
ice in the’ Medical Corps of the army and 
navy. This bill makes an increase, aggre- 
gating about $105,000, in payment to the 
officers of the Public Health and Marine 
Hsspital Service. There is appended to 
this report an elaborate history of the 
Public Health and Marine Hospital Serv-

ice, together with its achievements, 
growth of the’ service, scientific re- 
search, etc. In view of the fact that the

A Customs Court Paradox. 


OF 


DECISION REVERSING A DECISION 
THE BOARD OF APPRAISERS WHICH 
Is ADMITTED TO BE ENTIRELY 


CORRECT. 
Washington, Jan. 19, 1912. 
It is a requirement of the law and pro- 
cedure in customs matters that protests 
by or on behalf of importers to rates of 
duty or classifications must be accom- 
panied by suggestions as to the rate or 
classification which the importer says 
should be applied, and the Board of Gen- 
eral Appraisers have no authority to give 
a decision making the duty assessment 
or classification not asked for in the pro- 


test of the importer. This view of the 
. law is taken in a _ decision by the 
United States Court of Customs Appeals 
, in a case brought by the government 
) agains’ Danker & Marston, who imported 
through the port of Boston several con- 
signments of a product known as gum 
tragasol. 
The importation, which was made in 
1%5, was classified by the collector of 
customs as a non-enumerated manufac- 
tured article and accordingly it was as- 


: sessed for duty at 20 per cent. ad valorem. 


, The importers objected to the classifica- 
tion of the collector and the assessment 
of duty based theron and claimed that 


the merchandise was either dutiable under 
the provisions of section 6 as a non- 


enumerated unmanufactured article at 10 
per cent. ad valorem, or free of duty 
under paragraph 48 of section 2. The}

1897, and on this finding and apparently 
on the erroneous assumption that the 
importers had protested under paragraph 
42, the board sustained the nrotests and 
directed the collector to reliquidate the 
entries on the basis that the goods were 
entitled to admission free of duty. Sub- 
sequent to this decision the government 
filed with the board a petition for a re- 
hearing, alleging that its application in 
that behalf should be granted and the 
protests overruled on the ground that the 
importers had not clajmed free entry 
under paragraph 482. 

The petition for a rehearing was denied 
by the board, and within sixty davs after 
the decision determining the classification 
of the goods and the rate of duty there- 
dissatisfied 


on. the government being 

therewith, apnlied to the court for a re- 
view of the questions involved. As “er- 
rors of law and fact involved in the de- 
cision,” the government alleged, among 
others, that the board erred ‘in holding 


that the ssid merchandise was entitled 
to free entry under paragrapn 482 of the 
act of 1897;"" and “‘in not granting the pe- 
tition of the Assistant Attorney-General 
for a rehearing in these cases on the 
fround thet the protests failed to enum- 
erate the claim for free entry under para- 
staph 482. of the act of 1897 * * *.’* 

On the hearing of the appeal appellees 
presented neither brief nor argument. 

From the petition for a review it is evi- 
dent that no apneal was taken to this court 
from the decision of the board ‘‘as to the con- 
struction of the law and the facts respecting 
the assessment of duty on certain imported 
merchandise,’ that is to say, from the final 
decision of the board. Whether the govern- 
ment intended, however, to take an appeal in 
the same petition from the order denying a 
rehearing or to do anything more than to as- 
sign such denial as error on the apneal from 
the final decision is not so clear But what- 
ever was the intention of the government in 
this regard. the fact remains that whether the 
present proceeding he considered as an appeal 
solely from the fit.al decision or as an appeal 
from both the final decision and the order 
fenving a rehearing, there is but one issue 
raised bv it, and that is, was the board justi- 
fied in directing that the merchandise he ad- 
mitted free of duty under a paragraph not 
claimed or set up bv the importers in their pro- 
test? As that question is directly involved in 
an adequate appeal from the final decision we 
deem it unnecessary to deté rmine whether an 
apneal lies from an order of the Roard of Gen- 
ral Appraisers denying a rehearing. We shall 
therefore, nass over that part of the appellant's 
brief which argues for a review of the board’s 
denial of a re hearing and come immediately to 
the consideration of that which is at once 
the ground relied upon for a rehearing and 
the error assigned for a reversal of the final

Petroleum Production in 1911. 
PRELIMINARY FIGURES OF THE GEO- 
LOGICAL SURVEY SHOW EXPANSION 


! 


IN THE OIL INDUSTRY TO BE ES- 
PECIALLY LARGE IN CALIFORNIA 
AND THE SOUTHWESTERN SECTIONS 
OF THE COUNTRY. 

Washington, Jan. 19, 1912. 
The production of petroleum in 1911, 


says the preliminary report of the United 
States Geological Survey, increased slight- 
ly over the record breaking figures of 
1910; moreover, the industry assumed a 
steadier condition, owing to the absence 
of the very disturbing incidents of 1910, 
such as the bringing in of the Lakeview 
gusher and other great wells in Califor- 
nia. ‘he trade had also accustomed it- 
self to the unusual wells in the Caddo oil 
field of Louisiana. The following table 
gives a comparison of the final figures of 
the United States Geological Survey for 
1910 and the estimated output for 1911:—

The most striking feature of the year 
in the petroleum industry was the devel- 
opment of the Electra oil field in Northern 
Texas, 

The total production for the United 
States is between 215,000,000 and 220,000,000 
barrels. The gain in a single State—Cal- 
ifornia—was greater than the net gain 
shown for the country as a whole, the 


usual decline in the older districts off- 
setting the increase in the older Middle 
West and South. Once more the refining 


interests and marketers of fuel oils, etc., 
have by strenuous efforts almost compen- 
sated the increased production by bring- 
ing about an increase in consumption. 
Theré is no longer much doubt that a 
plentiful off supply will be afforded for 
many years; rather, the general feeling 
expressed by the question, ‘‘Where will 
oil break out next?” is a disturbing ele- 


ment. 


IMPROVED MARKET CONDI- 


FOREIGN 
TIONS. 

A valued feature in the work of finding 
use for the great output is the restora- 
tion of a better market condition abroad. 
The exports have increased very satis- 
factorily. Another outlet is due to the 
general recognition of the fact that as- 
phaltic oils, which have been a drug on 
the market, make the best surfacing ma- 
terial for macadam roads. 

The petroleum trade as a whole has 
suffered of late from two antagonistic 
conditions. First, there has been an over- 
supply @ue to the sudden development of 
great fields first in one part of the coun- 
try and then in another until confidence 
became shaken as to the possibility of 
maintaining a satisfactory price. This 
condition has had an unfavorable effect 
on production in the older settled districts 
which have passed the gusher stage and 
vet are capable with fair prices of main- 
taining a reasonable output for many 
years. Second, the trade has been con- 
stantly handicapped by the fear lest the 
big producing districts should wane as 
rapidly as they have waxed, and leave a 
supply far below the capacity of the huge 
industrial plants designed to utilize such 
veritable floods of oil as have character- 
ized late years. 

For two vears, however, discoverles of 
oil fields of great size have followed one 
another so closely that doubt has become 
conviction that the supply is abundant 
for vears. It eannot be denied that the 
euality of geologic deduction has _ so 
ehanged for the better, thanks to more 
exact and intelligent field investigations, 
that the geologist’s estimates of the oil 
resources are now more than generally 
aceepted by the oil producers and users. 
The common expression, “Oil is every- 
where.” is a daily exaggeration of the 
idea that the oil supply may be depended 


upon. 
For just about a year the ofl trade has 
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been developing under this new conviction 
of a sufficient oil supply, which has espe- 
cially affected the consumer. The ten- 
dency to substitute oil for coal in many 
industrial establishments is growing rap- 
idly. It is further encouraged by the pos- 
sibilities of still greater economies by 
burning oil in internal combustion en- 
gines. Its advantages long known in the 
manufacture of fine glass are being heed- 
ed. It has been adopted by the navy and 
its use increases on the railroads. Oil 
is being taken seriously. 

During the year stocks in general have 
declined except iin California. In_ the 
Appalachian field and in the mid-continent 
field they remained stationary. In Illinois 
there are about 21,000,000 barrels in stor- 
age, compared with 27,000,000 in 1910. The 
stock on the Pacific Coast is estimated at 
40,000,000 barrels, compared with only 33,- 
000,000 barrels at the close of 1910. In 
neither year is account taken of such pro- 
ducers’ stored oil as has not been sold 
or even carefully measured but is chiefly 
contained in open reservoirs. 


GENERAL RISE IN PRICES. 


In the Appalachian field the pipe line 
price of $1.30 a barrel has prevailed stead- 
ily throughout the year, at the end of 
which the price of oil of Pennsylvania 
grade was raised from $1.30 to $1.35 a bar- 
rel. This is the first advance in price 
since March, 1907. In Illinois the changes 
have been as follows:—At the beginning 
of 1911 60 cents a barrel was paid for light 
oil and 52 cents for heavy oil. Light oil 
was raised on May 2 to 63 cents and on 
June 14 to 6 cents. The heavy oil was 
raised to 55 cents on May 2. 

The mid-continent field began the year 
with oil at 42 cents a barrel and on Jan- 
uary 2 the price was raised to 44 cents. 
On May 2 this was changed to 46 cents, 
on June 14 to 48 cents, and on September 
15 to 50 cents. 

In California the prices were held at 
30 to 65 cents, according to quality, with 
higher prices for oils near the Los Ange- 
les market. 

In oil-well drilling the most significant 
advance has been in the increased popu- 
larity of the rotary drilling method and 
its adoption, with modifications, in re- 
gions where the “standard rig’’ has pre- 
vailed, especially in California. The 
modifications include, chiefly, the instal- 
lation of costly but efficient combination 
rigs where the plant contains a_com- 
plete system of standard tools and even 
its own engine and boiler equipment and 
also a complete rotary rig. Another modi- 
fication consists in the use of certain 
patent rotary bits for drilling through 
hard, flinty limestones, cements, 
As a last resort these are all tem- 
porarily set aside by the standard rig. es- 
pecially when bowlders are encountered. 

In oil storage large concrete reservoirs 
have found favor in California. 

In transportation the use of rifled pipes 
and the practice of heating thick oils 
while pumping have been extended with 
good results. 

BETTER REFINING METHODS. 

The improvement in manufacturing 
processes tends in the direction, first, of 
heat conservation, by preheating the oils 
by the waste heat of the vapors in the 
condensation tanks; second, of the distfl- 
lation of crude oils clear to coke without 
transferring the residue or tar to special 
stills: and third, of ‘‘topping’’ or ‘“‘skim- 
ming” oils to take off the gasoline or 
gasoline and kerosene from crudes which 
are used chiefly as fuel oils. A tendency 
is also evident toward obtaining larger 
yields of gasoline and the light products 
from crude oils by partial cracking proc- 
esses, 

The production of gasoline from natural 
gas has made rapid strides and the 
process is evidently successful when ap- 
plied to most natural gas from oil wells. 
An interesting development has been the 
extraction of oils of low boiling point 
from wells by attaching a vacuum pump 
to the well casing and causing the oil to 
distill out with the gas. It is condensed 
again at the atmospheric pressure. The 
gasoline thus obtained, is, of course, 
heavier and more valuable for general 
use than the lighter products. 

INCREASED OIL EXPORTS IN 1911. 


Greatly improved conditions in the ex- 
port trade of all petroleum products char- 
acterized the year 1911, in remarkable 
contrast to the depression in 1910. 

According to the Bureau of Statistics 
of the Department of Commerce and La- 
bor, the exports of crude oils inereased 
from about 165,000,000 gallons for the first 
eleven months of 1910 to 183,000,000 eallons 
for the corresponding period of 1911; of 
naphthas from about 92.000.000 to over 130,- 
0,000 gallons; of illuminating oil from 
861.000.000 to 1,025,000.000 gallons; of lubri- 
cating oils from: 150,000,000 to 164,000,000 
gallons: and of residuum from 113,000,000 
to 125,000,000 gallons. 

For every product the exports In the 
first eleven months of 1911 not only in- 
crease over those of 1910 but even. ex- 
ceeded the quantities exported in the 
twelve months of 1909, before the decline 


took place. 

























Prices for exported products, which had 
declined to Sk low points, recov- 
ered rapidly, especially in the later part 
of 1911, and though they were not as 
good as in earlier years, the total values 
were greater than in 1910 or even in 1909. 

Since oils were put on the free list im- 
ports of crude oil and certain products 
have become a feature of the United 
States trade, especially crude oil from 
Mexico imported into Texas and Louisi- 
ana ports. In 1911 the Bureau of Statis- 
tics for the first time chronicled the im- 
portation of gasoline, 7,639,125 gallons 
being imported, principally from the 
Dutch East Indies. In 1909 the importa- 
tion of other oils, chiefiy crude oil from 
Mexico, amounted to 3,831,295 gallons in 
the first eleven months. In the correspond- 
ing period in 1910 such importations had 
increased almost sevenfold; that is, to 
23,924,571 gallons, and in the first eleven 
months of 1911 they had increased again 
to 48,216,167 gallons, worth $1,640,514. 
CALIFORNIA HAS HEAVY OIL PRODUC- 

TION. 


The petroleum production of California 
in 1911 is estimated by David T. Day, of 
the Survey, as reaching a possible 83,- 
000,000 barrels. 

At the close of 1910 oil was being pro- 
duced in California at an average rate 
greater than during 199. This increase 
continued and the total production for 
the year 1911 was between 80,000,000 and 
83,000,000 barrels, compared with 73,010,560 
barrels in 1910. While the consumption 
also increased, production continued to 
exceed the demand, stocks increased to 
about 40,000,000 barrels, and prices receded 
to 30 cents a barrel where they were not 
governed by long-time contracts, al- 
though higher prices ruled for refining 
oils. The increased production was chiefly 
from the Sunset and McKittrick region, 
from the pools already developed in 1910. 
Three significant discoveries during the 
year were (1) evidences of a large field 
in La Habra Valley; (2) the discovery 
of a deep oil sand in the Midway field, 
containing a heavier oil than in the 
higher zones; and (3) the discovery at the 
end of the year in the Coalinga field of 
a zone of light oil 1,500 feet below the main 
preducing beds, in a lower geologic for- 
mation. The pfobability of this last-men- 
tioned discovery had been pointed out in 
the reports on the Coalinga district pub- 
lished by the United States Geological 
Survey in 198 and again in 1910. 

The Lake View gusher collapsed at the 
end of 1910. In the later part of March 
the Associated Oil Company drilled in 
section 13, T. 3, R. 10, in LaHabra Valley, 
3 miles from the old Fullerton field and in 
line with the developments in the Coyote 
Hills. Oil was found at 3,360 feet, and 
the wells stated at 600 barrels a day. This 
caused such activity in the region and 
such favorable results that in June the 
Fullerton field, including the new develo 
ments, was producing about half a mil- 
lion barrels monthly. The oil sands seem 
thick and the wells promise to be per- 
sistent producers. The Standard Oil 
Company promptly connected the field 
by pipe lines to its tank station at 
Wortham and by the end of the year 
completed the connection to the new re- 
finery at El Segundo, the work on which 
began during the year. The refinery was 
practically completed by the end of De- 
cember and will begin in the first part 
of January with a capacity of 5.000 bar- 
rels a day, to be rapidly increased. The 
Associated Oil Company drilled a test 
well in the Elk Hills, San Joaquin Val- 
ley, in section 30, T. 30, 24, and ob- 
tained a small production, thus proving 
the oil-bearing character of these hills, 
as had been predicted by the government 
geologists. The oil was found at a depth 
of more than 3,000 feet and _ proved to be 
oe 28 degrees B., an unusually high grav- 
ty. 

SAN JOAQUIN VALLEY FIELD. 

Important discoveries were made _ by 
drilling along the border of the San Joa- 
quin Valley to the East and Northeast 
of the McKittrick field, in the Belridge 
and Lost Hills fields, resulting in con- 
siderable extension of the possible pro- 
ductive territory. 

Interesting developments were also 
made in the Cat Canyon field. No No- 
vmber 25 the Union Oil Company obtained 
a 3,000-barrel well of high-gravity oll. 
Transportaion facilities in the California 
fields were increased by the line of the 
Associated Oil Company, from Canarez 
station to the Lost Hills. 

While there was the expected accumu- 
lation of stocks, it is important to note 
the considerable increases in consumption, 
important features of which were con- 
tracts with Arizona smelters for 60.000 bar- 
rels a month, which were made at the 
beginning of the year. In October the 
Canadian Pacific Railway was buying 20... 
000 barrels a month for use in terminal 
vards and on the steamers plying to the 
North. It is said to be the plan of this 
railway eventually to use oil onlv for its 
passenger service as far as Kamloops, B. 
Cc. The year proved strenuous for the In- 
dependent Producers’ Agency, and ‘after 
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any methods for relieving the situation 
had besa suggested the association agreed 
to a plan for providing 10,000,000 barrels 
of storage, the end of the year 
contracts for this storage had 


been made.

CADDO FIELD YIELDS MUCH OIL. 

Louisiana’s production of petroleum in 
1911 increased by more than 3,000,000 bar- 
rels over the production for the previous 
year. The figures for 1910 are 6,841,395 
barrels and Dr. Day’s' estimate for 1911 
is 10,000,000 barrels. ' 

At the end of 1910 the erratic Caddo 
field was producing 22,000 barrels a day. 
The production declined to 14,000 barrels 
in January, 1911, and for the rest of the 
year it varied between 13,000 and 35,000 
barrels, as the advent of one large well 
after another affected the output, each 
settling down after a short period to a 
moderate vield. The most remarkable 
gusher was reported in April as producing 
17,000 barrels of oil, with 14,000 barrels of 
water, at 112 degrees F. 

The sensation of the Gulf field was the 
development of the Vinton area, in South- 
western Louisiana.

Gardner-Noble well came in at 7,200 bar- 
rels of pure oil, increasing the ‘yield of 
the pool threefold. Another gusher in 

February yielded 13,000 barrels a day. 
Late in February the Producers’ Oil Com- 
pany No. 2, Gray tract, came in with 
2,000 barrels, making a total production 
of 20,000 barrels ‘a day at the end of 
February. In the middle of March two 
gushers, one at 5,000 and the other at 
4.000 barrels, further added to'the produc- 
tion, while a well yielding 6,000 to 10,000 
barrels a day extended the field half a 
mile to the west. By the end of the year 
the new wells were much less productive, 
and the total yield of the field markedly 
declined 

APPALACHIAN OIL PRODUCTION. 
Considerable activity in oil drilling and 
prospecting throughout most of the Appa- 
lachin oil field in'1911 is reported by David 
T. Day, of the United States Geological 
Survey, notwithstanding the fact that the 
decline in production in the ‘older pools 
was slightly greater in 1911 than in 1910. 
For 1910 the final figures of production as 
compiled by the Geological Survey were 
$1,985,515 barrels, while Dr. Day's estimate 
for 1911 is 28,000,000 barrels. In Pennsyl- 
vania there were several ‘interesting in- 
stances of unusual production within old 
territory. In the  Bristonia field, in 
Greene County, a well came in early in 
the year at over 300 barrels a day, and 
though gradually declining was still yield- 
ing 60 barrels or more at the end of 1911. 
At Perryville. in Allegheny county, the 
Schwarz well began with over 100 barrels 
and maintained an unusually good yield 
for the entire year, 

In West Virginia, Roane, Ritchie, and 
Wetzel counties were most active in new 
drilling, but no sensational wells were 
developed. The production in Harrison 
eountvy and elsewhere was successfully 
stimulated by a liberal use of. nitro- 
glycerin. 

In Southwestern Ohio operations were 
very active. In Hocking, ‘Fairfield, and 
Perry counties there was considerable 
local extension of the pools. As partly 
offsetting the ranid decline in Northwest- 
ern Ohio, two 30-barrel wells were drilled 
in Hardin county. A 2%5-hbarrel wild-cat 
was brought in two miles outside of pro- 
duetive territory in Ottawa county. 

Drilling was more active than usual in 
Kenducky during the entire year, es- 
neciallv in Wavne county where two new 
nools of considerable size were develoned. 
The Joseph Hurt. No. 16. well in the Mount 
Pisgah pool. whieh gave an initial pro- 
duction of about 500 harrels a day. and the 
spvlendid results in the Griffin field great- 
lv stimulated drilling toward the end of 
the vear. Contracts were let for consider 
able drilling slong Tittle South Fork of 
Cumberland River, and the interest in 
yrospecting in Eastern Kentuckv con- 
tinued throughout the year. Tn Tennes- 
see some lenses were made and vros- 
necting for oil was assured for 1912. Tn 
Tndiana there was little activitv, even in 
the Ockland City district. although some 
200d zas wells and a 10-harrel oil well 
were brought in south of Vincennes, Knox 
county. 

The most interestine event in Tlinoi« 
during the vear was the discovery of oil 
hv F. B. Ranger and the Surpass Oil ona 
Ges Camnany on the Maria Smith and 
Peter Murvhv farms near Carlyle. This 
distriet had heen nointed out by the Tii- 
nois State Genlogiceal Survev as promising 
for an oil field. Great excitement attena- 
ed the discaverv and unreasonable prices 
were paid for leases several miles awnav 
from the producing wells. During the 
vear'many test holes were sunk, praci- 
eallv all of those within a mile or two 
of the original wells vieldine oil and an 
those at a grester distance heine 
drv. The heaviest producer was Murnhvy 
No. 5. which vielded at the start 200 har- 
rels of oil 'ner dav, At the end of the 
vear the pvroduetion of the Carlvle nool 
wes ahout 5.0% harrels ner dav. Oil ana 
cansiderahle was were fannd neor Carlin. 
ville late in the year, but develonments 
were not sufficient to promise a large pool. 

INCREASE IN MID-CONTINENT OIL. 

At least 56,000.00 barrels of ofl nro- 
duced in the Kansas-Oklshoma oil field 
in 1911 is the estimate of David T. Davy, 
of the Tnited States Geolovical ‘Survey. 
against an outnut of 53157286 barrels in 
1910. In the Barnsdall and Sinecleir nools, 
in Osage countv, Okla.. wells of 1.0% to 
3.00 barrels dailv vield were brought in 
with sufficient frequency during the yeor 
to keep the vroduction of the pool in the 
neighborhood of 20.0 barrels a day. with 
a gradual decline toward the end of the 
vear.

The upward tendency of the crude 
mar! as noted in recent reports has 
been inaintained during the interval, a 
secon advance of two cents being 
score in the mid-continent product, 
establishing it at fifty-five cents, the 
highe point the market has touched 
in the last four years. A realization of 
this development is consistent with the 
material reduction in stocks and the 
incr ng consumption in the mid- 
continent field, 

Returns from the Wastern fields for 
the weck note a general curtailment of 
operations following the extreme 
weath conditions which are reported 
to have oceasioned a greater cessation 
of drilling than for many years. The 
week ummary shows 108 completions, 
3,652 irrels of new production and 
thirty dry holes, as compared with 133 
completions, 3,752 barrels of new pro- 
duction and thirty-five dry holes pre- 
vious! During the week under re- 
view «all the fields showed a decline: in 
completed work and the only field to 
record a gain in new production was 
Illinois. 

The feature in the developments in 


the high-grade fields is the bringing in 
of the largest producer so far drilled in 
the Kanawha county field of West 
Virginia. The first eight hours’ output 
was given as 300 barrels and the daily 
production was estimated at 600 bar- 
rels. The oil was found in the second 
pay sand. Its location is not especially 
important, lying between two good pro- 


ducers. The record of the four pro- 
ducing welis in the field showed an 
aggregate of more than 1,000 barrels 


per day, and this district will undoubt- 
edly command the keenest interest of 
operators with the resumption of spring 
drilling. 

No new wells have been brought in at 
Cannonsburg, Washington county, 
Pennsylvania, during the week and a 
further decline in the capacity of the 
older producers is noted. According to a 
recent gauge, the fifteen producing 
wells in the town lot development had 
a combined output of 396 barrels, of 
which one well was credited with con- 
tributing more than one-third. Some 
of the wells have stopped flowing and 
are being put to pumping. 

Another good producer has featured 
the deep sand operations at New 
Straitsville, Perry county, Southeastern 
Ohio, where a well was brought in at 
the rate of eighty barrels the first ten 
hours. Later it settled into a 150-barrel 
daily producer. A deep test well drill- 
ed in Hocking county, in which much 
interest has centered, reached its final 
stage of 4,724 feet. The record of this

weil shows that the top of the Big 
Injun sand was reached at 200 feet, the 
bottom at 240 feet; the top of the Berea 


grit at 740 feet, the bottom at 810 feet; 
the top of the Niagara lime at 1,850 
feet, and the bottom at 2,612 feet; the 
top of the Clinton sand at 2,773 feet, 
and the bottom at 2,801 feet; the top 
of the Trenton rock at 2,985 feet, and 
the bottom at 4,724 feet. Traces of oil 


and gas were found in the Clinton sand 
and some salt water at a depth of 2,425 


feet. At the completion of the well, 
Warm salt water was found. 

Work in the Lima fields of North- 
western Ohio and Indiana has also 
been impeded by the unfavorable 


Weather, and a general decline in com- 
pletions and production was noted. 
Senaca county was about the only sec- 
tion of the Northwestern Ohio fields to 
attract particular attention, as a result 
of a couple of completions which may 
tend to stimluate drilling by spring. 
Despite the slight decrease in com- 
pleted work in Illinois and during the 
current week a gain in new production 
Was reported as a result of several 
good wells found in Lawrence county. 
This county is well in the lead in field 


activity as well as production results, 
Iurther attempts to extend the pro- 
ducing limits of the Carlyle pool of 


Clinton county have ended in the same 


disappointing results as marked the 
earlier efforts in this direction. The 


output of the pool is now estimated at 
1,000 barrels a day, and it is doubtful if 
any new completions will be able to 
maintain it at anywhere near this 
level. 

A feature of the mid-continent field 
has been the bringing in of a 200-barrel 
well from the deep sand territory, 
southwest of Mounds, in the district 
Which is being referred to as the 
Letcher pool. There is believed to be 
every indication of the development of 
a successful pool, and considerable 
drilling will be prosecuted. Field oper- 
ations have been generally handicapped 
by the winter weather. The 1911 pro- 
duction of the mid-continent field is 
estimated at about 59,000,000 barrels, 
marking a new high record in the his- 
tory of the field and placing it next to 
California among the producing States. 
The advance in crude prices, to which 
reference has already been made, has 
stimuiated the confidence of operators, 
and predictions of a seventy-five cent 
market during the present year are 
now current. The increase of five cents 
a barrel since the first of the year 
means a gain of about $225,000 a month 
to the mid-continent producers, 

Another good producer is credited to 
the Caddo, La., field, starting at 1,500 
barrels and gradually increasing its 
capacity until it reached 2,500 barrels 
a day. An earlier completion which

No further variation in quotations 
for illuminating oils in either the local 
or export schedules has marked the 
week, but with crude and the naph- 
thas maintaining their upward tend- 
ency the market for the illuminant 
product is commanding increasing con- 
fidence. The most favorable aspect of 
the market is the substantial gain in 
the export trade, of which advance 
government statistics afford compre- 
hensive comparisons. The December 
record shows a total of 84,869,311 gal- 
lons from the principal parts of the 
country, as compared with 65,463,341 
gallons for November and 78,239,467 gal- 
lons for December, 1910. The figures

(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 
California Oil Statistics. 
Los Angeles, Jan, 13, 1912. 

A dispatch from Pittsburgh to the effect that 
an order has been placed there with the Na- 
tional Tube Company for 125 miles of twelve- 
inch pipe to be shipped to California has 
caused a great deal of speculation among 
oil men here as to who it is for, For some 
time rights of way have been sought extend- 
ing from the Midway field south over the 
Tehachapi Mountains to Los Angeles, but the 
name of the parties securing the right of way 
has been kept in the dark. From various 
sources bits of information have been 
cured that lead to the conclusion that 
Angeles will before long be furnished with 
natural gas from the big gas field in the 
Buena Vista Hills. Although the California 
Natural Gas Company (Standard) is not 
named in connection with the enterprise that 
company is known to control the output in the 
gas fields, and, further, it is known that the 
concern would not advertise its plans from 
the housetops if it had any such scheme in 
contemplation. The fact that the route of the 
proposed line follows very closely the electric 
power line of the Pacific Light and Power 
Company from its big generating plant on 
the Kern River, leads to the belief that that 
concern is interested in the project and has 
made some arrangements with the California 
Natural Gas Company. This theory is plausi- 
ble, but no definite information on the sub- 
ject has yet been obtained. 

For a year or more the subject of a pipe line 
for transporting oil from the Kern county 
fleld to the Los Angeles market has been 
agitated and several concerns have been cred- 
ited with fathering the enterprise, the’ most 
likely one mentioned being the Standard, which 
would want more oil, when its El Segundo 
refinery was in operation, than it could secure 
in the Southern fields. The Standard, how- 
ever, has never announced its intention in this 
regard. At other times it has been reported 
that the Southern Pacific company would build 
a line from its Midway properties over the 
mountains to Mojave to facilitate the distri- 
bution of fuel on its southern divisions, but 
125 miles of pipe would build two such lines. 
Again, the Barneson interests, which own large 
producing properties in the valley flelds and 
are rapidly becoming a big factor Mm the oil

FIELD NOTES 

The Buick well No. 2, on section 
..e Sunset-Midway district, which 
ported last week, is a_ larger well than was 
thought at that time. Last Saturday It broke 
loose again, wearing away the heavy gate 
valve above the casing head and flowed 200 
feet over the derrick. The gas pressure is tre- 
mendous and can easily be heard at Taft, six 
miles distant. The output is estimated at 
10,000 barrels a day, and at this writing is 
still flowing.

Unofficial figures compiled by R. M Dallas, 
of Coalinga, gave the output for the Coalinga 
field for the year 1911 as 18,509,652 barrels.

West Virginia, Pennsylvania and Southern 
New York, for the week indicates a heavy 
falling off in all parts of the operations 
for oil. This particular week shows the 
least amount of development work of any 
previous week for over a year. This drop 
in work is due to the fact of the extended 
cold weather that has prevailed for over 
three weeks, freezing up the water lines, 
and making work in general so difficult that 
a majority of the drilling wells have been 
shut down. ‘Thousands upon thousands of 
old pumping wells have been closed over the 
fields, and hardly will be started up again 
until warmer weather comes, Many of 
these wells when started up may fail to 
produce, as has been the case in other win- 
ters. When a pumping well is shut down 
for a period the fluid is likely to disappear 
to again never return. They paraffine up 
also, and those that do start pumping again 
are never as productive as they were. 

The feature of the week in the high-grade 
fields was found in the Kanawha _ county 
(W. Va.) field, where the Ohio Fuel Oil 
Company’s well on the Fuert lands pro- 
duced 35 barrels an hour, making it the 
largest producer yet found in that county, 
and larger than the Hamilton Company’s 
well on the Graham heirs farm, drilled in 
the same county the previous week. While 
the Fuert well is rated at 600 barrels a day, 
it is a much better producer, and will have 
a tendency to start active operations in that 
part of the State, as soon as weather con- 
ditions moderate. 

One good producer was struck in the deep 
sand fields of Lawrence county, III, that 
showed a production of 700 barrels, or 
nearly as large as the Kanawha county 
gusher. Outside of these two big producers 
nothing of any magnitude was discovered. 

Central Ohio gas territory is still the cen- 
ter of attraction, and while work is at a 
standstill the companies controlling the 
leases are making plans for an active sea- 
son as soon as weather conditions permit. 

On February 6 and 7 the Ohio Natural 
Gas Association will hold their annual 
meeting at the Chittenden Hotel, Colum- 
bus, Ohio, when interesting talks will be 
made by men familiar with the industry. 
The question of taxation on gas holdings 
will be discussed. The attendance promises 
to be large. 

Oil operators over the country are look- 
ing for further advances in the price of the 
crude petroleum, and conditions that now 
exist warrant advances, unless new 
and prolific pools are opened up, the 
stocks continue to increase. 


Pennsylvania. 


No completions were reported in the Can- 
onsburg field, in Washington county, the 
past week. The Potts-Crumm lot, which 
was completed a week ago and started with 
a production of 750 barrels the first day, is 
now producing 200 barrels daily. The pro- 
duction of the older wells in the field is 
falling off rapidly. The Gowern, Boone and 
Bush-Wilson lots have stopped flowing and 
will be put on the beam. The production of 
the town-lot development is estimated at 
about 600 barrels, with 15 producing wells. 
The gauge of the best wells in the field are 
Potts-Crumm lot well, 200 barrels; McWil- 
liams lot well and the Orro-Kelso lot well, 
70 barrels each, and McBride lot well, 50 
barrels, while the wells on the Potts 
Brothers’ Fife lot, Stremmel lot and the 
Neill lot have fallen below 25 barrels. 

In Allegheny county the South Penn oil 
Company has completed its fourth test on 
the Reghner farm and has a light pumper. 
In the Perrysville field, same county, the 
best producer that has been drilled since 
the completion of the Schwartz well last 
summer was completed by West & Sherman 
on the Swann heirs farm, and have a show 
for a 50-barrel well. Schwartz Brothers’ 
No. 1 on the Mary E. Schwartz farm, which 
started at gusher speed several months ago, 
but settled down to 20 barrels a day, was 
given a shot and increased its production to 
30 barrels a day, and is flowing every few 


hours. 
West Virginia. 


Operations in the West Virginia field are on 
the wane, due to the zero weather thai has 
prevailed throughout the Eastern fields the last 
ten days. More work is shut down in the State 
at this time than for several years. It is also 
noticeable in Elk district, In Kanawha county, 
where the most active work in the State has 
been going on for some time, and where they 
have five fine producing wells. Nearly all the 
drilling wells have been shut down until the 
weather becomes a little more settled. 

Another large producer has been reported in 
Elk district, Kanawha county, the Ohio Fuel 
Oil Company completing the second test on the 
Firth, and brought in one of the largest wells 
yet struck in the State. The well is located 
close to the 450-barrel eusher of the Hamilton 
Ol Company on the Graham heirs’ farm, on 
Buffalo Lick Run. The well started at thirty- 
five barrels an hour and was Increasing that 
production. The territory in the vicinity of 
the Firth well looks promising, as the well is 
in close proximity to the large*gushers on the 
Barth-Schwartz, Myers. Blue Creek Land 
Company and Graham heirs’ farms. Another 
completion was also reported, it being the 
Ohio Fuel Gas Company's second test on the 
Barth-Schwartz farm, and is showing for a 
light producer. This well is 1,000 feet south 
of the good producer on the same farm and 
500 feet north of the gusher on the Graham 
tract 

Roane county maintains the lead in active 
development work, but the late completions are 
all light pumpers, showing that the territory 
is pretty well defined. There is still a great 
amount of territory that is likely to furnish 
‘ight producers, but the late results may con- 
demn a great deal of its development. 

The search for new pools is still goine on in 
Ritchie county, while in Wood and Pleasants 
the territory does not look anv too favorabte 
Wildeat work is very dull at this time of the 
year, but with spring and a further advance 
‘na the priee of crude. new efforts will he made 
to discover new producing territory Clav and

duction of 8376 barrels, with eleven dry holes 
and gas wells, with a volume of 22,000,000 cu- 
bic feet. Morgan county was the most active 
in the shallow sand fields, with six comple- 
tions, with a new production of sixty-six bar- 
tels, Perry and Washington came next with 
four and three completions, respectively. Perry 
led in new production with 165 barrels to its 
credit. 

While the West Virginia operators were put- 
ting forth their best efforts to find new proa- 
ducing territory, Southeastern Ohio operators 
were not idle. In the shallow sand fields de- 
velopment work was active throughout the 
year and in a few localities the results were 
gratifying. During the early part of the year 
the deep sand territory was again hrought to 
the front by the discovery of a southwest ex- 
tension in Coal township, Perry county, and 
Falls Gore township, Hocking county. During 
the two years preceding the deep sand terri- 
tory in Fairfield county and Jackson township, 
Perry county furnished the greatest activity 
and the most production. The indications are 
that Coal and Falis Gore townships will be 
as active and furnish as much new production 
as first developments, 

At the close of the year the extension had 
a production of more than 2,000 barrels a day. 
The territory that is defined extends about six 
miles to the east and six miles to the west. 
The active operations are at Gore and Straits- 
ville. At the close of the year more than 
forty wells were drilling and starting. The 
wells are about 3,200 feet deep, and the aver- 
age cost per well is about $9,000. The Char- 
tiers company is the largest and most active 
company in the field, having about twenty-two 
strings working. The producing formation 
shows irregularity, dry holes being encoun- 
tered in close proximity to good producers. <A 
sample of this is the Root & Hupp well on the 
church lot at Gore, which is a very light 
pumper. Only a few rods distant is a well 
producing 100 barrels daily. 

Another company in the Straitsville field that 
will commence active work in a few weeks is 
the Bowen-Moore Oil Company. This company 
has promising territory and its leases comprise 
a big tract of land in the midst of some fine 


producers. 
Central Ohio. 


The past several days in the Central Ohio 
fas iield have taxed the gas consumption 
to the utmost, aithough the gas companies 
have a large supply of the natural fluid, and 
several towns have suffered the lack of gas. 
Operations throughout the field are very 
quiet, and many of the wells starting and 
under way have been shut down. 

The gas companies are now preparing for 
much development work during the coming 
season, and they hope to extend the pro- 
ducing limits to Lake Erie, and make cer- 
tain that it will be years before the Ohio 
cities will be without a supply of gas. 
They have their leasers out gathering up all 
available territory. The Ohio Fuel Supply 
Company has been the most active in this 
line of work and has secured over a half 
million of acres in Ashland, Lorain, Me- 
dina, Wayne, Richland, Holmes, Coshocton, 
Perry, Knox, Licking, Hocking, Vinton 
Fairfield and other counties. : 

During the past year 480 wells were com- 
pleted, of which 25 were oilers, with a new 
production of 605 barrels, 120 were dry holes, 
while 335 were gassers, with a volume of 
791,266,500 cubic feet. The year, on the 
whole, was a prosperous one for the gas 
concerns, as they opened up extensive acre- 
age of new territory, and they feel certain 
that they have a sufficient supply to satisfy 
their patrons at least for a few years, 

The best feature of the year was the 
opening of oil pools in territory which was 
considered as gas land, and oll development 
by the gas companies will be a factor the 
coming year. 

November was the banner month tn the 
production, producing the largest volume: of 
gas uring the past year, furnishing 
113,000,000 cubic feet. December also was 
very productive and some large gassers were 
found in Ashland county. Licking county 
led in completions, having 165 to its credit, 
with 6 oil wells, 36 dry holes and 125 gassers 
with a volume of 161,830,000 cubic feet. Ash- 
land county furnished the most gas the past 
year, having a volume of 413,200,000 cubie 
feet, 100 wells were completed, 12 were dry 
and the remaining 85 were gassers, 

Only 44 wells were completed in 
county, 11 being dusters, and a 
44,000,000 cubic feet of the 
Hocking county showed a 
70,500,000 cubic feet, with M1 
pleted, of which 10 were dusters. In the 
Central Ohio end of the Fairfield county 
field 40 wells were completed, one producing 
oil, 17 were dry and 22 were fassers, with 
a volume of 61,000,000 cubie feet. ‘These 
were the leading counties in the develop- 
ment of gas throughout the year; other 
counties brought in small wells, with no 
great amount of production,

The crude oil prices are less 
sustained, owing to the increase of the produc- 
tion in the Moreni fields, However, the gen 
eral production showed a falling off The 
output for November did not exceed 142,009 
tons, a8 compared with 174,000 tons for the 
preceding month. This is. owing to the fact 
that the gusher belonging fo the Moreni-Baicol 
company stupped producing, and to the de- 
crease of production in some fields, due to un- 
favorable weather. Nevertheless, the pros- 
pects are bright, and an inerease of the pro- 
duction is expected ere long, the drilling work 
in the various fields being very active 

The general production for the eleven months 
of RLU amounted to 1,414,000 tons, as against 
1,257,000 tons for the corresponding period of 
1910, being therefore in excess by 157,000 tons 
If, as it is expected, the output for December 
will equal that of November, the production for 
i911 will reach 1,550,000 tons as compared with 
1,352,000 for 1910, and in excess by about 
200,000 tons, or nearly 15 per cent.

There is certainly a stiong desire among 
many of the more active and _ efficient 
officials in the department in favor of 


strict regulations to govern the manufac- 
ture, transportaion, and sale in interstate 
commerce of these drugs, and it is ad- 
mitted to be a difficult matter to give fair 
consideration to legitimate business if the 
regulations are made drastic enough to 
satisfy the desires of the government ofti- 


cials in reaching traffic in the milder 
forms of compounds containing these 
habit-forming drugs, 

One thing has been disclosed by the 


correspondence regarding these tentative 
decisious, and that is that the government 
officials are greatly pleased with the re- 
sults. and most of them are desirous of 
greatly extending the scope of its system 
of ascertaining in advance the sentiment 
among manufacturers and dealers in foods 


and drugs regarding policies which the 
department is seeking to make effective 
under the operations of the Pure Food 


and Drugs law. It is not impossible, how- 
ever, that in the vast mass of correspond- 
ence and increased business imposed upon 
the department, the best will be taken 
note of by Congress, on account of pos- 
sible increased appropriations which may 
be demanded to meet the expenses con- 
nected with this policy. It is claimed in 
the department that the branches of the

The Story of Brushes and Materials 
Entering Into Them. 


At the annual convention of the Master 
House Painters’ and Decorators’ of Mas- 
sachsetts, a report of which appeared in 
our last issue, Lew C, Hill, president of 
Jolin L. Whitney-J. J. Adams Company, 
brush manufacturers, of Boston, read a 
very interesting paper on ‘‘The Story of 
rushes and Materials Entering Into 
Them.” Beginning with the statement 
that everyone must use brushes either 
for personal comfort or for a livelihood, 
the paper described the source of the 
bristle supply and declared that the pro- 
duction was growing less each year, 
while the demand for brushes was grow- 
ing greater. The entire process of han- 
dling the raw material from which brushes 
were made was detailed, and the great 
varieties of brushes produced were de- 
scribed.

Boud Law for Alcohol Manu- 


facturers Amended 
Washington, Jan. 19, 1912. 

The United States Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue has given notice to col- 
lectors of customs, and others, under the 
approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
that so much of article 78 of regulations 
No. 30 of August 22, 1911, as provides that 
bonds given by manufacturers using de. 
natured alcohol shall be in a penal sum 
of not less than $5,000, is amended to read 
as follows: 

The manufacturer will also file with his 
notice a bond in duplicate, with sureties satis- 
factory to the collector and in a penal sum 
sufficient to cover the tax on all alcohol that 
may be at any time on hand, in transit or 
unaccounted for, and in no case less than $50v.

“On the 28d of October, 1890, Mr. 


Frasc!i applied for a patent for an epoch- 


marking improvement in the sulphur in- 


dustry It had long been Known that 
there was a large deposit of native sul- 
phur i) Calcasieu parish, Louisiana, ata 
depth) of one thousand feet below the sur- 
face. Isut all attempts to get at the de- 
nosit nud bring the sulphur to the sur- 
face d failed completely, on account of 


the livers of quicksand above the deposit. 
Mr. Frasech evolved the idea of melting 
the sulphur in place, by means of super- 
heate: water at more than 300 degrees 
Fahrenheit forced down a boring, and 
forcing the melted sulphur to the surface 
throug) an inner tube. During the pe- 
riod beginning October 25, 18W), to Feb- 
ruary 6, 1905, Frasch has applied for ten 
patents for his inventions of apparatus 
and precesses for accomplishing this re- 
sult. 
“His efforts have been entirely success- 
ful, and the Union Sulphur Company was 
organized. He secured control of the sul- 
phur deposit, set up the batteries of 
poilers, bored the wells, built tne railroad 
to carry the sulphur to the seaboard and 
the decks at Sabine Pass for the ships 
which deliver the sulphur to the ports ac- 
cessible from the various chemical works 
where the sulphur is used. ; ’ 
“There are seven batterics of boilers, 
each of which runs a well. A single well 
delivers about four hundred and fifty tons 
of sulphur per day. In a two months 
test, six wells delivered one hundred and 
twenty-two thousand tons of sulphur, 
proving the capacity of the works to ex- 
ceed the entire consumption of the world. 
“The sulphur is pumped into bins con- 
structed of planks, about fifty feet high, 
where it congeals and forms a block of 
from seventy-five thousand to one hundred 
and fifty thousand tons, over 99 per cent. 





pure sulphur. The planks are subse- 
quently removed, the huge block is 
broken up by blasting, and the sulphur 


is loaded directly into the cars by a 
scooping derrick which picks up two tons 


at a time. 

“The effect of this work on the im-

“At present the Louisiana deposit sup- 
plies this country with sulphur, and 
might supply large quantities to European 
countries. Fortunately the company is 
owned by a few broadminded and large- 
hearted men, who could not be induced 
to bring starvation and ruin upon the 
two hundred and fifty thousand people de- 


pendent upon the mining of sulphur in 
Sicily. . 
“Ninety per cent. of the stock of the 


Union Sulphur Company is owned by _Her- 
man Frasch, the estates of H. McK. 
Twombly, Abram H. Hewitt and Edward 
Cooper and L. H. Severance. They could 
close the sulphur mines of Sicily at any 
lime, but are content to confine them- 
selves to supplying the American market. 
‘I have presented to you very briefly 
the great achievemnts of Mr. Frasch in 
the field of applied chemistry, but quite 
fully enough to satisfy you that your 
committee is fully justified in placing 
Mr. Frasch by the side of Sir Henry Per- 


kin as one of our greatest industrial 
chemists and chemical engineers. Mr. 
Frasch, it gives me great pleasure, as 


the representative of the Society of Chem- 
ical Industry, and the affiliated chemical 
and electro-chemical societies, to place 
in your hands this beautiful token of the 
appreciation and affection of your fellow 
chemists." (Great applause.) 

Mr. Frasch expressed _ his 
thanks for the consideration 


heartfelt 
and honor 


extended to him by the chemists of 
America. He then recounted somewhat 
more in detail the more marked of the 
accomplisiments to which Dr. Chandler 
had referred.

Very little is known of the impurities 
ontained in petroleum. They influence 
the price, however, to a remarkable de- 





The best illustration of this is the 
Pa of Ohio oil. This contains nearly 
‘oO per cent. of sulphur, and before my 
lesulpliurizing process was known sold 
at Ide, per barrel, while Pennsylvania oil, 
With a sulphur ecentent of only .03 per 
fent. sold at the same time at $2.25. Sul- 
phur affects the value of petroleum in 
4 greater degree than phosphorus does 
hat of iron, 
_One of the oils which contains an ob- 
Jectionalbie amount of sulphur is that 
found near Petrolia, Ontario. It is the

only crude that has been discovered in the 


Dominion of Canada. When this oil was 
first discovered in 1568 It was refined in 
the usual way—treated with sulphuric 


acid and soda, and then put on the mar- 
ket. The result was disastrous. The odor 
emanating from the oil was very offensive 
and penetrating, so much so that the 
cargoes of ships carrying flour and bacon, 
anchored near a vessel loaded with Cana- 
dian oil, were spoiled, as the flour and ba- 
con absorbed this odor. Lawsuits based 
upon these facts were decided against 
the shippers of Canadian oil, and all. ex- 


port ceased. In order to protect the home | 
industry the Canadian Goveernment im- 
posed a duty of 9 cents per gallon on 
Pennsylvania oil, but in spite of this al- 
most prohibitive duty half the oil con- 
sumed in Canada was imported from 
Pennsylvania, 

The offensive odour of this oil, more- 
over, was not its only objection. It had 


also the property of depositing soot upon 


the lamp chimney, so that a large per- 
centage of the light emitted by the flame 
was lost. 

The Canadian Government, as well as 


the Canadian producers and refiners, made 
every effort to discover a method by 
which the objectionable properties of this 
crude could be eliminated, but practically 
nothing had been accomplished in the 
twenty years, except perhaps in the mat- 


ter of covering up the odor, 
Iss5, L bought a refinery in Canada and 
made a thorough investigation of the 


character of this crude and decided to dis- 
cover a remedy, if possible. 


This dreadful oder, which the Canadian 
called “skunk,” arose from a_ peculiar 
hydro-carbon sulphur compound, and the 
clouding of the lamp chimney was due 
to its sulphur contents. The sulphur in 
the oil burned into sulphuric acid, whica 


coudensed against the lamp chimney. ana 


any unconsumed carbon or organic par- 
ticles in the air would adhere thereto 
and form this objectionable soot. To re- 


move the sulphur from the oil completely 
meant the elimination of the smoke as 
well as odor, and when this was effected 
the oil furnished an illuminant equal in 
quality to the best Pennsylvania. 
EFFORTS TO ELIMINATE THE SULPHUR. 

To free petroleum of elementary sulphur 
or hydrogen sulphide presents compara- 
tiveiy little difficulty, but the sulphur 
compound, which is the cause of this of- 
fensive odor, is very stable and cannot 
be broken up into hydrogen sulphide or 
any other sulphur compound which can 
be eliminated. It was because of the 
presence of this peculiar compound that 
Canadian oil for so many years resisted 
all the efforts made to refine it 

This sulphur compound has the peculi- 
arity of dissolving a number of metallic 
oxides. When the oil is saturated with 
all the oxide it can carry in solution, the 
disagreeable odor disappears. It reap- 
pears, however, if an attempt is made to 
free the solution of its metal. I found 
that this solution of metal in petroleum 
has an intense atfiinity for sulphur, and 
also that when a portion of the sulphur 
has been precipitated with the metal as 
a sulphide, additional quantities of metal 
oxide can go into solution. If more oxide 
than that necessary to precipitate all the 
sulphur is added to the petroleum while 
it is being distilled, a complete desulphuri- 
zation of the petroleum is effected. 

When this petroleum solution is made 
with water white petroleum distillate, 
which has been freed of elementary sul- 
phur and hydrogen sulphide, the solutions 


assume colers” characteristic of each 
metal. The lead solution is a canary yel- 
low mercury ordnge, copper blood red, 
silver brown, 

I selected copper as the metal most 
suitable—first, because it dissolves in the 
petroleum, and in the second place, be- 
cause of the readiness with which the 
sulphide of copper can be reconverted 
into oxide. 

When the laboratory work had been 


completed, I applied for letters patent and 
erected a 1,200 barrel still, carrying on 
the process on a large scale The shell 
of the still was 22 feet in diameter and 
16 feet high. and was supplied with a 
stirring device which kept the copper 
in suspension while distillation was car- 
ricd on. After 80 per cent. of the contents 
of the apparatus was distilled the re- 
mainder, when cool, was pumped through 
u filter press. The solid portion was 
ignited and roasted, while the liquid resid- 
uum was mixed {with a new charge of 
revivified oxide of copper, to be used for 


the desulphurizing of a further quan- 
tity of sulphur-containing distillate. [ 
used a shelf furnace, operated by hand, 


to roasi the resulting sulphide of copper. 
In this manner I produced a burning oil 
containing .02 per cent. sulphur, which is 
the pereentage contained in Pennsylvania 
oil of similar specific gravity, while Cana- 
dian oil, refined by the ordinary method, 
has a sulphur content of 6 per cent. 
SULPHUROUS OIL IN OHIO 

It was about this time that oil almost 
identical with the Canadian was discov- 
ered in Obio, and while the question of 
retining Canadian oil was interesting, the 
problem became intensely Important when 
10,900 barrels per day were being produced 
in Ohio. The new field proved to be very 
extensive, and the Standard Oil Company 
Hovehl property near Lima. Ohio, upon 
which they erected a large refinery. They 
disregirded the enormous difference in the 





sulphur contents of Pennsylvania and 
Ohio oils, decided to refine the latter in 
the usual way and put it on the mar- 
ket. When the refined product had been 
distributed among their customers it all 
came Lack as unfit for use. Every effort 
wes made to solve the difficult problem, 


hot in ISST, after two veurs of experimen- 
fation, and with all the skill which the 
Stundaid Oil Company could call to their 
issistance, it was decided that no illum- 
inating oil could te made from Ohio 
crude, and that it was fit only for fuel. 
A vipe line for this purpose was built to 
Chicago, and long term contracts made 
if 14 cents per barrel. 


My patents had now been granted, and

METHODS OF DESULPHURIZATION 

In desulphurizing petroleum, the oxide 
of copper is mixed with the petroleum 
distillate in a_ still supplied with an up- 
right shaft and arms radiating therefrom, 
to keep the oxide in an agitation during 
the process of distillation, flexible chains 
atiached to the arms being used to pre- 
vent the copper from adhering to the bot- 
tom of the still, One hundred thousand 
pounds of oxide of copper is used for the 


first charge of 2,000 barrels of distillate. 
Aiter 80iper cent. has been distilled off 
u new charge of distillate is added with 
an addtional charge of 30,000 pounds of 


copper, which is followed by two further 
runs, so that about 200,000 pounds of cop- 
per material is in the still when the fourth 
run is made. The residuum is pumped 
through a filter press, and the solid 
product of the filter press has the oil 
adhering thereto burned off. The dry 
mixture of oxide and sulphide of copper 
Is then put into a roasting furnace, where 
it is desulphurized to 1 per cent. or less. 


A variation of my method treats the 
vapor coming from a still charged with 
crude petroleum, and consists in passing 
the vapor through two brushes made of 
No. 10 steel wire, the brushes heing five 
ana one-half feet in diameter and 16 feet 
long. They are inserted into a shell which 


is almost the same diameter as the brush, 
and the requisite amounts of copper and 


heavy oils are pumped into two shells 
each containing one brush. The vapor 
passes in series, first around the shell 
to prevent condensation; then through 
the shells on to the condenser. The 
brushes are made to revolve at about six 


revolutions per minute. These wires im- 
mersing continually in this oxide of cop- 
per magma, the shells containing the 
brushes are surrounded by the vapor com: 
ing from the still, and as the temperature 
of the vapors increase, anything con- 
densed thereon during the prior period 
is re-evaporated by the hotter vapor fol- 
lowing. 

Both these processes are now in 
tion at different works. 

When the question of supplying the cop- 
per necessary for the works at Lima was 
under discussion, it was found that 160 
furnaces, such as I used in Canada, wouid 
be required to do the work. In order to 
avoid the handling and transportation in- 
volved in such a gigantic furnace plant, I 
was obliged to construct a mechanical 
roasting furnace of a capacity in ‘con- 
formity with the magnitude of the busi- 
ness, 

To eliminate the difficulties of the warm- 
ing of the shaft and the arms which had 
caused the failure of the McDougal fur- 
nace, I constructed a stirring device, the 
shaft and arms of which were cooled arti- 
ficially to withstand the high temperature 
of the roasting furnace. I first forced air 
as a cooling medium through the. stir- 
ring device, but found that the oxidation 
of the sulphide of copper and the carbon 
from the residuum of the petroleum pro- 
duced a temperature even higher than 
that of the ordinary pyrites furnace. It 
therefore became necessary to substitute 
hot water for air as a cooling medium, 
which proved very satisfactory. This 
made possible an increase in the size of 
the furnace to 16 feet inside diameter, 
and to-day these shafts and arms are con- 


opera- 


nected with steam drums and are used 
like water tube boiler, so that the 
surplus heat extracted from the stirring 
device of the roasting furnace is con- 
verted into steam and untilized in the 
plant. The capacity of a furnace is fifty 
tons per day, and four to six are used 


in one refinery. After the copper has been 
revivified, it is ground and mixed with 
residual oil from the filter press. In this 
munner the copper charge is pumped into 
the still, which may be half a mile away. 
During the twenty vears that this process 
has been in operation, many millions of 
barrels of oil nave been desulphurized. 


THE CALIFORNIA OIL FIELD 


In 1902 the California field became im- 
portant, and it was discovered that an- 
other oil which smoked the chimneys had 
to be refined. This oil, however, was prac- 
tically free from sulphur, the smoke being 
due to a large percentage of the aromatic 


series of hydro-carbons, and to the fact 
that the percentage of hydrogen to car- 
bon was too small to maintain the flame 


temperature necessary to consume all the 


carbon, T ascertained further that sul- 
phuric anhydride converts the aromatic 
series into sulpho products, insoluble tn 
petroleum, and that by treating the dis- 
tillates from this crude with sulphuric 
anhydride, the members of the aromatie 
series in the petroleum can readily be 


extracted. 


The existence of a petroleum. containing 


nearly 50 ver cent. of the coal-tur products 
Is intensely interesting, especiolly in view 
of the theories *dvanced upon the origin 
of vetroleum. The percentage of these 
livdro-carbons in the crude varies from 
the pereentage contained in cool tar, hen- 
zoi existing in a smaller proportion than 
toluol, while xyvlol renresents 7 per cent 
of the volume of the erude. Nanvhthaline, 
eniirely free from all traces of carbolie 
odor, is auite prominent. while onthroecene 
and corbolic acid are entirely absent 

I emploved numerous methods for sepa- 
rating the products of California erude by 
nhvsei al means. Distillition, with large 
back flow condensers attached. showed 
verv encouraging results, as Aid also the 
method of washing the distillates with 
alcohol, carried on in series, the arorwest 
series being more soluble in aleohol than 
the sarafhn series. However, the snl- 
phuric anhydride treatment, which T first 
used in determining the amount of the 
two series contained in the petroleum, 
has proved to be very simple and effee- 
tive on a large sesle, and is now used by 
the Standard Oil Company at their plant 
in Port Richmond, California. The process 
of makine the sulyohuriec anhvdvride em- 
loved there is the one purchased from

DISCUSSION OF SULPHUR. 
In 165, while boring for petroleum in 


Louisiana a sulphur deposit was discovered 





beneath a layer of quicksand about 500 
feel thick. As a result of this discovery 
quarrels and controversies arose as to 
Whether the lease covering the petroleum 
rights also included the sulphur. It was 
some time before the matter was decided, 
and by the time a decision had been 
reached both parties had lost a. great 
deal of money, and those who got the 
sulphur deposit Jost still more in try- 
ing to exploit it. The deposit seemed to 
bring misfortune to every one connected 
with it, and I have heard many stories 
and met many people who told me of 
having lost money in investment in the 
various schemes that marked the prog- 
ress of the sulphur’ mine. Progress 
there seemed to mean = failure. An 
Austrian company, a French company 
and numerous American companies—ev- 
erybody failed, and not a ton of sulphur 
was procured. 

When L heard of this extraordinary 
situation in 1891, L obtained a core from 
the sulphur deposit and many pamphlets 
from the various companies who had 
tried to operate it, each one telling the 


prospective. purchaser that his fortune 
was made if he but owned a few shares 
of the stock of that particular sulphur 
compiny. tL became interested, and hay- 
ing had a great deal of experience in 
drilling in mining petroleum and salt, I 
thought that the problem might be soived 
if all the facts concerning the deposit 
were known. Unfortunately all the drill- 
ing records had been colored by the peo- 
ple who expected to float companies 

everything unfavorable was concealed, 
and only that given which would ‘be 
likely to induce investment, so that what 
I had considered a correct report proved 
later to «be entirely wrong. 

Being misinformed as to the eharacter 
of the ‘deposit, I reached the conclusion 
that the sulphur was distributed in the 
rock as in Sicily, and when I heard of 
the limestone roof covering the deposit 
| felt that sulphur could be found any- 
where within reasonable proximity of 
sulphur mine.

tory and started to drill on land IT had 


purchased within a mile and a half of the 
sulphur mine. I went down over 2,000 
feet without finding anything—then I lo- 
cated a second, a third and a fourth well, 
all at different points of the compass, 
but found no sulphur in any instance. 
This took much time and money, and 
I finally reached the conclusion that all 
the sulphur was located on the land 
owned by the New York company operat- 
ing it at the time. They had a very 
ingenious method for sinking a_ shaft 
with a shield, but after the expenditure 
of a great deal of money the shield 
was lost, and the danger due to the 
presence of water containing hydrogen 
sulphide was demonstrated by the death 
of a number of men. It was decided to 
abandon this method, especially after a 
drilling record had been made by a 4rill- 
ing company who reported direct to the 
owners, when it was discovered that no 
roof existed over the sulphur, and that 
sulphur water was permeating the de- 
posit in inexhaustible quantities. 

I realized at the outset that ‘a 
entirely different from that 
the mines of Sicily was 
success here, as the class 
quired to operate this mine would de- 
mand at least $5 per day, while the 
Sicilian miners were being paid 60c. 

1 succeeded in getting possession of the 
property. and at once set to work to 
drill a Well of sufficient diameter to de- 
termine finally the character of the ex- 
isting material. When this had been 
done, | was obliged to modify complete- 
ly the process and apparatus I had ex- 
pected to employ. 

At that time the drilling of a well 
in an alluvial deposit containing quick- 
sand, etc., was a very tedious task, and 
it took from six to nine months to get 
through the alluvial material to the rock

PROCESS OF MINING. 

I drilled a well through the alluvial 
deposit to the rock with a 10-inch pipe; 
then continued through the sulphur de- 
posit, which was about 200 feet thick, 
with a 9-ineh drill; immersed a 6-inceh 
pipe from the surface to the bottom ‘in 
this well. The 6-inch pipe had a strainer 
only six inches long at the very bot- 
tom, and a seat to receive the 38-inch 
pipe through which we expected to lift 
the sulphur to the surface The 6-inch 





pipe directly above the seat for the : 


pipe Was also perforated for a distance 
of three feet. 
After the well had been drilled and be- 


fore the pipes were inserted, it 
up with sand in order to insure a tight 
receptacle at the bottom for the liquid 
sulphur.

The melting fluid consisted of water 
superheated to 335° Fahr. The porosity 
of the rock in which the meiting must 
be done seemed to furnish an almost in- 
surmountuable obstacle to success, as I 
feared that the wild waters in the rock 
Would break into the melting zone which 
lL expected to create and reduce the tem- 
perature of the fluid with which I ex- 
pected to melt below the temperature nec- 
essary to fuse the sulphur. I had sup- 
plied a large number of boilers to furnish 
the heat necessary to maintain in the 
well a temperature higher than that re-

either success or failure, we raised steam 


in the boilers and sent the superheated 
water into the ground without a hitch. 
if for one instant the high temperature 
required must drop below the melting 
point of sulphur, it would mean failure—- 
consequently intense interest centered in 
this jiirst attempt. 

After permitting the melting fluid to g 
into the ground for twenty-four hours, 
i decided that sutlicient material should 
have been melted to produce some sul- 
phur. The pumping engine was started 
on the sulphur line, and the increasing 
struin against the engine showed that 
work wus being done. More and more 
slowly went the engine, more steam was 
supplied until the man at the throttle 
sang out at the top of his voice, ‘She's 
pumping!” A liquid appeared on the 
polished rod, and when l1 wiped it off 
with my finger, I found my finger cov- 
ered with sulphur. Within five minutes 
ithe receptacles under pressure were 
opened and a _ beautiful stream of the 
goldea fluid shot into the barrels we 
had ready to receive the product. After 
pumping for about fifteen minutes, the 
forty barrels we had supplied were seen 
to be inadequate. Quickly we threw up 
embankments and lined them with boards 
to receive the sulphur that was gushing 
forth, and since that day no further at- 
tempt has been made to provide a vessel 
or a mold into which to put the sulphur. 

SUCCESS OF THE WORK. 

When the sun went down we stopped 
the pump to hold the liquid sulphur beiow 
until we could prepare to receive more in 
the morning. The material on the ground 
had to be removed, and willing hands 
helped to make a clean slate for the next 
day. When everything had been finished, 
the sulphur all piled upon one heap ana

the men had departed, I enjoyed all by 
myself this demonstration of success, I 
mounted the sulphur pile and seated my- 
self on the very top. It pleased me to 
hear the slight noise caused by the con- 
traction of the warm sulphur, which 
seemed like a greeting from below—proof 
that my object had been accomplished. 
Many days and many years intervened 


before financial success was assured, but 
the first step towards the ultimate goal 
had been achieved. We had melted the 
mineral in the ground and brought it to 
the surface as a liquid. I had demon- 
strated that it could be done. 

This was especially gratifying, as the 
criticism I had received from the tech- 
nical papers and people who heard of 
what [I was attempting to do had been 
very adverse. Every one who offered an 
opinion seemed to be convinced that this 
thing could not be done, one prominent 
man offering to eat every ounce of sul- 
phur I ever pumped. A fair illustration 
of public opinion is the remark of the 
mail boy who drove me to the railroad 
the morning after our first pumping. He 
said, ‘‘Well, you pumped sulphur sure, 
but nobody believed it but the old car- 
penter, and they say he’s half crazy.” 

This severe criticism, while not agree- 
able, did not carry very much weight 
with me. I felt that I had given the 
subject more thought than my critics, 
and went about my work as best 1 could, 
thoroughly convinced that he who laughs 
last, laughs best. 

At first we pumped with an ordinary 
deep well oil pump, changed to meet the 
corrosive action of the sulphur. We ex- 
perienced great difficulty with the valves 
in the pump, the high specific gravity of 
the sulphur, the great depth from which 
it had to be raised, and the corrosive 
action of the mineral itself made the 
maintenance of valves very difficult, zinc 
and aluminum being practically the only 
two metals unaffected by liquid sulphur. 
Both these, however, being soft and 
easily disintegrated, would not withstand 
the shock at the change of stroke of 
the pump. I decided that if the specific 
gravity of the sulphur could be raised 
by the admixture of some other body 
much lighter a point might be reached 
where the hydrostatic pressure of the 
water in the ground would raise the sul- 


phur. Air seemed the most suitable, and 
we introduced compressed air into the 
column of liquid sulphur standing in the 
well, using a volume of two parts of 
air and one of sulphur. This proved a 
perfect success and has been employed 
ever since. We have raised our sulphur 


discharge lines 70 feet above the ground, 


so that we can fill bins to a height of 
6 feet without machinery or pump of 
any kind in the sulphur proper. 

The first well lasted long enough to 


demonstrate the possibility of success and 


to indicate in what directions improve- 
ments must be made. At that time my 
sulphur enterprise was merely a hobby, 


the buik of my time being devoted to my 
Standard Oil work. 


ENCOUNTERED MANY DIFFICULTIES 

Many difficulties arose which we had 
not foreseen. We lost some wells be- 
cause of the parting of pipes. As the 
mineral was melted from the bottom, the 
earth above would follow as the sulphur 
rock settled. The grip of the sand and 
eurth against the pipe was so great that 
instead of sliding it would pull the pipe 
in two and the well would be lost. A 
12-inch pipe outside of the 10-inch, with 


stuffing box and telescope joints, obviated 
this difficulty. All wells, however, would 
eventually be broken and crushed, when 
the abstraction of sulphur became so 
great that the cavity made could not 
stand the weight of the ground above it. 

We succeeded in increasing the life of 
a well greatly by lining the hole drilled 
through the rock wth a 9-inch perforated 
pipe. 

About that time we found 
wells had given. out and ceased 
when there had been no breaking of 
pipes. I reached the conclusion that 
cold sulphur water permeating the rock 
had broken into the melting zone, and 
brought the temperature of the melting 
waiter below the melting point of sul- 
phur. I thought this might be remedied 
by pumping large quantities of a mate- 
rial like sawdust into the mine with the 
meltng fluid, and that if the quantities 
of sawdust were large enough the chan- 
nels through which the wild waters in 
the rock entered into the melting zone 
could Le sealed. 

One well, after pumping about 7,000 tons 
at the rate of approximately 350 tons per 
day, ceased to produce. The pipes were 
all in good order, and we started to pump 
sawdust into the ground with the melting

PUMPED SIX WELLS AT ONCE. of ten, four of whom are members of the (From Our Special Correspondent.) 


In order to demonstrate what the mine 
could do with six wells, we pumped that 
number simultaneously for two months, 
producing 122,000 tons of sulphur, which is 
more than the consumption of the whole 
world for that period of time. 

Prior to the development of the Louisi- 
ana sulphur mine the sulphur production 
of the United States was less than one- 
half of one per cent. of its consumption, 
practically the entire amount being sup- 
plied by Sicily and Japan, the former 
really had a monopoly of the sulphur 
business for a great many years. This 
industry was closely interwoven with 
the politics of the islands, both internal 


and external. It was in 1833 that an 
English fieet appeared in the Bay of 


Naples to compel the Italians to rescind 
the sulphur monopoly. that had been 
granted to France. 

The ups and downs of the Sicilian sul- 
phur business are extraordinary. The 
people, a large percentage of whom are 
employed in the mines, are very poor 
and used to be in the hands of dealers 
and usurers who manipulated the sulphur 
market to suit themselves, and extremely 
high prices and extremely low prices fol- 
lowed each other as suited their con- 
venience. 

In Fingland a process had been dis- 
covered for the recovery of sulphur from

Merger of Pacific Coast Paint and 
Oil Interests. 


Portland, Ore., Jan. 8, 1912. 


From an authoritative source your cor- 
respondent learns that a gigantic merger 
of the paint and oil establishments on the 
Pacific Coast, involving an outlay of ap. 
proximately $20,000,000, and covering fac- 
tories and stores in every large city from 
San Diego to Seattle, is being formed by 
large [Eastern interests. 


The developments of the past few 
weeks, just coming to light, point very 
strongly to interests identified with the 
oil industry as the powers behind the 
activities, 

Portland, it is said, will be the head- 


quarters of the merger when it is com- 
pleted, from which all the paint and ojl 
business, aggregating many millions of 
dollars annually, will be directed. 


Control of the industry would not neces- 
sarily mean the retirement from the field 
of firms already established, as it is said 
to be the policy of the interested parties 
to handle the business through established 
agencies in each of the large cities, The 
general policy and control of supplies and 
regulation of prices wvuld, of course, be 
dictated by the chief interests. 

While the merging of the paint and oil 
business of the Pacific Coast would pour 
probably $20,000,000 into the territory con- 
cerned, it being conservatively estimated 
that it would cost at least that amount 
of money to obtain absolute control of 
the industry, the outlay would not stop 
at that point. 

Many millions of dollars are to be ex- 
pended, it is said by those familiar with 
the project, in reorganizing the business 
and placing it on a modern basis, suffi- 
cient to handle the enormous trade that 
will follow the opening of the Panama 
Canal. 

In Portland, it is said that the plan 
includes the building of a large white lead 
factory. 

Cities vitally concerned in the merger 
now being worked out are San Diego. San 
Francisco, Sacramento, Portland, Taco- 
ma and Seattle. The paint and oil busi- 
ness is listed among the greatest indus- 
tries in those cities, ard exverts acknowl- 
edge that upon the Pacific Coast there 
is soon to be the greatest progress in 
building operations in the history of the 
country. 

While the greatest secrecy has_ been 
maintained regirding the manipulations 
of those who are reaching out to lay held 
of the paint and oil business, nevertheless 
enough bas leaked out to justify the 
stutement that representatives of various 
lnige paint and oil establishments along 
the Pacific Coast have been called to 
New York to confer with capitalists there, 
and the changes following their visits 
leid those in the business and closelv ob- 
servant of trade conditions to believe 
iat the actual taking over of certain con- 
ferns is an accomplished fact.

Manufacture of Chemical Colors 
of Vegetable Origin. 


of the numerous va- 
riety of pigments and lake colors, that 
owe their existence to the advanced sci- 
ence in the coal tar industry, in which 
chemistry is making great strides from 
day to day, the manufacture of colors 
from dyewood extracts and other vege- 
tuble matter has dwindled to very small 
proportions, especially since colors made 
from coal tar derivatives have been 
improved in fastness to light, that they 
even excel in that respect most of the 
pigments or lakes of vegetable origin. 
Still, in spite of that fact, there are sev- 
eral specialties that have held their posi- 
tion in that market to the present day 
and bia fair to do so for some time to 
come on account of certain of their char- 
teristics. Among these are the yellow 
lakes, Dutch pink, English pink, Italian 
pink, red wood lakes, carmine lakes, true 
madder, ete., also brown and black lake 
and bronze lakes for wall paper printing. 
The vegetable matter to be considered 

this connection consists of quercitron 

yr its extract, Persian berries, mad- 
root or its extract, garancime, red 
wood extract, logwood (campeachy) and 
cochineal extract. The basis upon which 
the dyestuff is precipitated will be dealt 
with in the various formulas as we go 
along in this description. 

Yellow lake is generally used as a glaze 
and therefore the base it is precipitated 
upon must be selected with that view 
mind. ‘To prepare rich yellow lakes, that 
are usually sold as super French yellow 
lake in arops, Persian berries should be 
used and contact with iron must be 
avoided in order to produce a fine shade 
of yellow’ that will not cloud the ground- 
work the glaze is applied upon. The 
process is as follows:—Boil in the top 
vat .in 75 gallons of water 70 pounds Per- 
sian berries. When at boiling point, add 
slowly 60 pounds cream of tartar. Have 
in bottom vat a base of 30 pounds potash 
alum and 30 pounds carbonate of soda 
inixed with water at 80 degrees F, Then 
pass through a 100 mesh sieve the liquor 
from top vat into the base, stirring all 
the time, but not violently. When all is 
in, till vat with water, allow to settle, 
press gently and dry at 100 degrees F. lf 
desired in drops, put pulp through a 
coarse sieve onto glazed paper on trays, 
muking smail drops and dry as above at 
nol over 1) degrees F. to prevent hard 
Lubing and discoloration, 

A commercial grade of yellow lake may 
be prepared as follows:— 

Boil 100 pounds quercitron bark in not 
less than 30 gallons of water for 4 hours, 
and strain the solution or liquor into a 
vat holding 400 gallons of water, through 
a fairly tine sieve, then add a solution of 
8 pounds sugar of lead in hot water, stir 
well and let stand over night, then draw 
off the clear liquor into a still larger vat, 
holding »ot less than 000 gallons of water 
and add 180 pounds potash alum dis- 
solved in as little water as possible. Let 
ii stand again for at least 4 hours, then 
add 75 pounds pearl ash dissolved in 5U 
gallons of water, stir well. Fill up the 
vat with water, flter and make the pulp 
into suitable drops and dry at a tempera- 
ture not exceeding 100 degrees F. Dutch 
pink, iunglish pink and Italian pink are 
simply yellow lakes made to satisfy a de- 
mand for low prices, and while very use- 
ful in the making of wood siains, for 
toning off greens and reds and in the 
printing of wall paper, will not serve as 
glazes in the finer grades of painting. In 
otier words, they are very much 
stretched or extended yellow lakes. The 
mineral buses used for this purpose may 
cousist of blane tixe or ordinary barytes, 
sulphur of calcium or alumina, calcium 
carbonate, terra alba, silex or silica 
used in seme cases infusorial earth or 
alumina hydrate. The last named ex- 
tender would be permissible only when 
the pigment is to be used in pulp form 
in wall paper printing. 

In the preparation of these misnamed 
colors a dyestuff known as flavin is be- 
ing employed in addition to quercitron 
bark extract. Flavin is produced by a 
certain treatment of quercitron bark 
with hydrochloric acid. Inasmuch as 
many color makers are not provided with 
the necessary apparatus for the extrac- 
tion of the dyestuff, the simplest process 
for making Dutch pink or English pink 
is that of using the extract of quercitron 
bark or flavin or both. Here are a few 
formulas of the methods in which quer- 
citron bark extract is employed. In a 
suitable vat dissolve by steam in water 
32 pounds extract of quercitron, run in 
the vut through a sieve with water 275 
pounds fine white barytes, also 1% pounds 
calcined soda in solution, stir well and 
precipitate with 8 pounds potash alum 
dissolved in water and neutralize with 3 
pounds carbonate of lime, stir well and 
fill up the vat with water, draw off clear 
liquor, filter the precipitate and dry at 
not exceeding 100 degrees F. 

For a mueh stronger Dutch pink, fol- 
low the same method, using 20 pounds ex- 
tract of quercitron, 50 pounds blanc fixe 
and 5) pounds fine white barytes, 5 
pounds potash alum, 1% pounds calcined 
soda and 2 pounds tin crystals. When 
flavin is being used, it is necessary to 
dissolve this extract by boiling with cal- 
cined soda, when the mineral base is first 
placed in the vat, the necessary salts fol- 
lowing in rotation as given here. Care 
must be taken to keep the material from 
runnilg over the top of the vat, because 
in either case with the quercitron or the 
flavin extract there is a strong develop- 
ment of carbonic acid during the precipi- 
tation process The following formulas 
have produced good results:— 

Twelve pounds fiavin, 12 pounds calcined 
soda, 120 pounds barytes, 0 pounds terra alba 
and 12 pounds potash alum. ? 

This product is best suited as a toner for 
composition green of the chrome or bronze 
green variety:—7% pounds flavin, 15 pounds 
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calcined soda, 100 pounds sulphate of alu- 
mina, 50 pounds soda, 30 pounds blanc fixe, 
7% pounds tin crystals 

This product could be used in the mak- 
ing of oil wood stains to advantage, as it 
would not tend to settle to the bottom as 
would the material made with a good 
portion of natural barytes. Best suited 
for wall paper printing would be a pig- 
ment made as follows:— 

Ten pounds flavin, 44 pounds calcined soda, 
150 pounds blanc fixe, 20 pounds alumina 
hydrate and 6% pounds potash alum 

Of course it is not necessary to adhere 
strictly to the weights or portions here 
given for the substratums or extenders 
or their chacteristics, but the proportions 
of dye extract and salts should be fol- 
lowed, unless a change is found necessary 
because of varying strength in these. 

Dutch pink is usually sold in powder 
form, while English pink comes in large 
drops, which are made by pressing the 
pulp through a funnel. Italian pink, as 
used by the European trade, comes in 
the form of small drops and is made from 
Persian berries as follows:—A base is first 
prepared by placing 15 pounds carbonate 
of ammonia in a perfectly clean 400-gallon 
tank or vat, adding 35 gallons of boiling 
water, then adding to the solution 45 
pounds potash alum dissolved in 25 gal- 
lons boiling water, stirring well, filling 
vat and washing twice, finally drawing 
off clear water, leaving only 60 gallons 
of the precipitate in the tank. In the 
meantime 12 pounds of Persian berries 
ere boiled with v9 gallons of water, the 
resultant liquor being strained into a 
large vat, when 6 pounds potash alum 
dissolved in gallons hot water is 
added, also 3 pounds pearl ash in a sim- 
ilar quantity of water, all well stirred for 
15 minutes. Then add the 6 gallons of 
precipitated base and proceed as in the 
making of Dutch pink. 

A brown pink, sometimes called leather 
color, may be produced by the following 
metnod:—-Boil 100 pounds quercitron bark 
with 1% pounds of salts of tartar in 350 
gallons of water for two hours and let 
stand at least 24 hours. Then add 10 
pounds pearl ash and stir until the pearl 
ash is dissolved. Now add a solution of 
40 pounds of potash alum in water, agi- 
tate for one hour, fill up vat, wash twice 
and on second washing put in 2 pounds 
green copperas. in solution. Stir again 
well, allow to settle, which may require 
ten days, filter and dry at 100 degrees F. 

In the line of green pigments or lakes 
there is an utter absence in the vege- 
table kingdom of matter from which such 
could be produced without the addition 
of substance from other sources. How- 
ever, green lakes may be produced from 
yellows of vegetable origin by admixture 
with mineral or copper green, or still 
better with aniline green, 

The processes by which such greens 
are produced are founded on those for 
the preparation of yellow lake or Dutch 
pink. It is simply necessary to add suffi- 
ciently of copper sulphate (blue vitriol) 
in solution, although this method does 
not produce greens of good rich tone. 
Here are a few formulas by which bright 
green lakes may be produced, in which 
the base may be changed to meet require- 
ments:—l6 puunds quercitron extract is 
dissolved as in preparing Dutch pink, 5 
pounds of calcium carbonate and 9% 
pouads of barytes are added in the usual 
manner and the whole precipitated with 
14 pounds of potash alum. Then 8 pounds 
of brilliant green is added and the color 
finished as in the making of the pink. 
Or lake 16 pounds flavin extract, 2% 
pounds calcined soda, 75 pounds barytes, 
246 pounds brilliant green and % pound 
muluchita green and 9% pounds potash 
alum, Finish as before. 

lf blane fixe or china clay is substituted 
fur natural barytes, the shade of the re- 
sulting product will be much lighter and 
the tinting strength very much reduced, 
but this can be regulated by either reduc- 
ing the weight of the added base or by 
increasing the portions of extract, color- 
ing and the chemical salts. 

Among the red colors we have quite 
a little variety that are still in use be- 
cuuse of the tendency of the reds from 
coal-tar origin to bleed out under certain 
conditions, i. e., giving off part of their 
dye to other colors that they come in 
contact with, and also because of the 
yrejudice still clinging to some persons 
in the arts against their use. This is 
specially noticeable with artists who ad- 
here to the use of true madder in spite 
of the fact that alizarine red has taken 
its place and has been found to surpass 
when well made true madder in point of 
brilliance and durability. Of the alizarine 
red lake we shall deal with under the 
caption of Coal-tar Derivatives. To pro- 
duce a red madder lake directly from 
the root, the ground root is steeped in 
water at a temperature of not less than 
Sd degrees F. nor more than 100 degrees 
I’. for 24 hours. Then potash alum in 
svlution is added, the weight of the alum 
to be equal to that of the ground roo., 
and the whole heated to 150 degrees F. 
Then the alum extract of the coloring 
matter is filtered off and the lake precipt- 
tategl with carbonate of soda. This, if the 
temperature is not permitted to rise 
above the figures named, will give a fine 
quality of true madder, 

To make it on a commercial basis in a 
large batch, place 100 pounds of powdered 
madder root in a linen bag of fine texture 
and digest it in a vat holding 260 gallons 
of water, which is added little by little 
until all the coloring matter has been ex- 
tracted. Now the liquor is filtered and 
then boiled, during which process is grad- 
ually poured in a boiling solution of 100 
pounds of potash alum in 1) gallons of 
water. Seventy-five pounds of pearl ash, 
dissolved in 60 gallons of water, are then 
added with constant stirring. Allow to 
stand until settled clear, wash well, filter 
and dry at not over 120 degrees F. Garan- 
cine, which is an extract of madder 
prepared by steeping the. powdered root 
in a solution of sodium sulphate, and sub- 
sequent washing is preferable to using 
the root. Boil 100 pounds of garancine in 
20 gallons of water for three hours, add 
100 pounds potash alum dissolved in 60 
gallons of water and boil the mixture 
two hours, filtering it through flannel 
while warm. Dissolve 1% pounds chloride 
of tin in water and add to the liquor. 
Dissolve 75 pounds soda crystals in suffi- 
cient water and add gradually all that is 
needed to precipitate the alum. Filter 
through flannel and wash most thor- 
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oughly. Is best made into drops and dried 
at low heat. True madder lake is dis- 
tinguisnable from cochineal carmine in 
that it is soluble in caustic potash or 
soda, but insoluble in dilute ammonia, 
which dissolves carmine quite readily. 

We will pass French or No. ‘40 carmine 
as uninteresting to the American color 
maker, because the small quantities at 
present used in this country are supplied 
from abroad by the importers. In fact, 
american color makers have with very 
few exceptions given up the production 
of cochineal lakes and wood lakes gen- 
erally. As it may interest many of our 
reucers, however, we will give a few 
formulas for such lakes. A tine carmine 
lake from cochineal can be produced on 
the following plan:—30 pounds cochineal 
extract and 2 pounds of citric acid are 
builed together for 20 minutes, then 2 
gallons fresh milk are added and the 
mixture is permitted to setile for three 
hours, the top liquor drawn off and a 
solution in water of 3 pounds alum and 4 
pounds of borax added, all boiled for 15 
minutes, when a batch of Ww gailons of 
the white precipitated base referred to in 
the formula for making Lialian pink is 
run in, the whole well stirred, allowed 
to settle and the pulp dried at moderate 
heat not above 105 degrees F. 

A fine fich geranium lake of the car- 
mine tune may be made by boiling in a 
Val by steam 7d gallons of water. When 
at the boiling point 6) pounds cochineal 
insects are put in and the boiling con- 
tinued 10 minutes longer, when steam is 
turned off and 5 pounds salts of tartar 
sifted in slowly. Steam is turned on for 
unother 5 minutes, while 3 pounds of 
powdered alum are sifted in. Now allow 
to settle for about 5 minutes, then run oft 
into the vat below, adding 10 pounds 
cream of tartar. Let settle, then run off 
top liquor and add a base made from 80 
pounds potash alum and 50 pounds liquid 
ammonia of an 80 per cent, strength. 
Draw off the clear liquor, wash, filter 
and dry in warm air draught. 

Other shades of red, such as maroon, 
crimson or scarlet can be produced with 
cochineal insects or cochineal extract, but 
as stated before, they are practically out 
of date and would hardly interest up-to- 
date color makers or the casual reader. 

The crimson, maroon and brown lakes 
made from dyewood or its extracts are of 
greater interest, because still in demand 
lor special purposes, as for instance, in 
japanning metals, in printing inks and 
especially in the printing of wall paper. 

ju the following formulus the quantity 
of extract quoted for each is intended to 
show how much is used in each case of 
u batch obtained from 1,100 pounds of red 
wood:— 

Almaranth lake, a deep crimson lake, is 
mude by using one-third of the batch of 
extract referred to, which has been ob- 
tained by boiling the wood chips in water 
to which §& pounds of lime had been added 
for four hours. One hundred pounds of 
blane fixe, 10 pounds carbonate of lime 
and 20 pounds alumina sulphate will con- 
stitute a good base for this lake, which 
can be made in the cold way. When more 
alumina sulphate is used the color will be 
less of the maroon and more on the light 
crimson tone, 

A so-called cochineal red of deep shade 
can be made by mixing one-fourth of the 
batch of redwood extract referred to with 
12 pounds carbonate of lime, 40 pounds 
potash alum in solution and 150 pounds 
barytes. Precipitated and finished as 
usual. ‘The barytes may be replaced with 
the lighter gravity blanc fixe, china clay 
or alumina sulphate. Herewith a few 
formulas for making such non-bleeding 
wood lakes direct from the dyewood:—A 
deep maroon lake of rich color is pro- 
duced by boiling @ pounds of Lima wood 
and 24 pounds Japan wood bark in water 
with 4 pounds of lime at least four hours. 
draw off the clear liquor. When cold 
add 10 pounds of white pulp made from 
eyual parts, by weight, of alum and soda 
erystals by boiling in water until effer- 
vescence ceases, washing and precipitat- 
ing it. After adding this white pulp stir 
well, settle, filter and dry at low heat. 

To produce a non-bleeding rose pink the 
best method is as follows:—Use the liquor 
produced from 100 pounds each of Japan 
wood and Lima wood boiled together for 
four hours with 4 pounds of lime in wa- 
ter, add 200 pounds whiting washed into 
the vat with water through a fine hair 
sieve on the cold liquor and precipitate 
with 65 pounds alum in solution. Settle, 
run off top liquor, wash, filter and dry 
at about 105 degrees F., or press lightly 
and sell in pulp form if desired. 

In conclusion it may be interesting to 
mention the bronze lakes used in wall pa- 
per printing to produce the metallic re- 
flexes that are noticeable in some of the 
betier grades of wall paper. We might 
state here that while these lakes are 
made from dyewood extracts, it is, found 
necessary to add to their brillianey by the 
use of small percentages of aniline colors. 

To produce bronze lake, reddish, dis- 
solve in water 20 pounds logwood extract, 
2 pounds fuchsine A and 10 pounds green 
copperas, add 5 pounds carbonate of lime 
and 20 pounds alumina hydrate, precipi- 
tate with 4 pounds calcined soda. Filter 
and lightly press the precipitate or drain 
until pulp is of proper consistency for use, 

For bronze lake, blueish, figure on 20 
pounds logwood extract, 2 pounds methyl- 
violet B and 10 pounds green copperas, 6 
pounds carbonate of lime, 5 pounds blanc 
fixe, 20 pounds alumina hydrate and 4 
pounds calcined soda. Bronze brown can 
be made in various strengths by extending 
the following formula with any suitable 
substratum:—60 pounds logwood extract, 
20 pounds alumina sulphate, 7% pounds 
bichromate of soda, 10 pounds carbonate 
of lime, 40 pounds potato flour, which 
may be extended by the addition of 100 
pounds blane fixe. Black lake is also a 
necessary adjunct for wall ‘paper print- 
ing, it being used for toning down some 
of the other colors. Formulas for its pro- 
duction are as follows:—# pounds log- 
wood extract, 12 pounds hydrochloric acid, 
12 pounds bichromate of potash and 11% 
pounds calcined soda, or it may be made 
from 75 pounds logwood extract, 21 pounds 
bichromate'of potash, 13 pounds calcined 
soda and 27 pounds green copperas. 

The process is similar to that described 
for the lakes, where dyewood extracts are 
used in the formula.

Washington, Jan. 19, 1912. 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 
in a case brought by the Sun Company 
against the Indianapolis Southern Rail- 
road and other carriers, has declared that 
the Western classification rule under 
which crude oil is estimated to weigh as | 
much or more than its actual weight, 
and gas oil used for the same purposes 
is estimated to weigh substantially less 
than its actual weight, to be unjustly 
discriminatory, and reparation is awarded. 

In reaching this decision, which is not 
final, but is left open for the establish- 
ment either by the defendant earriers or

Immense Olive Crops in Spain 
and Turkey. 


Washington, Jan. 19, 1912. 
A series of reports regarding olive crops 
in Spain and different sections of Turkey 
have been received at the Bureau of 
Manufactures, indicating surprising in- 
creases in olive production throughout all 
those regions. 


It is shown in the report from Seville, 
Spain, that the production of olive oil 
in 1911 exceeds by nearly half a billion 
pounds the production for 1910. The pro- 
duction of oil producing olives nearly 
trebled during the past year, compared 
with the previous year, and reached a 
total of nearly four billion pounds. The 


produ-tion of oil for 1911 is given at 693,- 
383,460 pounds, against a little more than 
one-third of that production a year ago. 

The reports from various Turkish pro- 
vinces sent to the bureau from Constan- 
tinople show corresponding heavy in- 
creases in olive and olive oil production 
throughout those regions. In general 
there reports are summarized as indicat- 
ing that the new crop of olive oil is con- 
siderably larger than it has been for the 
last six or seven years.

The amount of palm oil annually exported 
from Lritish West Africa now amounts to 
15,160,000 imperial gallons (imperial! gallon equals 
2 American gallons), valued at not less than 
5,750,000, while the yearly export of palm 
San Is is 22¢,000 tons (ton equals 
pounds), valued at over $16,000,000, These 
figures do not include the exports of palm oil 
or kerneis from French West Africa, German 
West Africa nor the Kongo. The palm tree 
from which the oil and kernels are obtained is 
indigenous and grows in great quantities in 
all West Africa. It is most prolific from the 
Cameroons to and including a part of French 
Guiana, the area embracing Northern and 
Southern Nigeria, the Gold Coast, the Ivory 
Coast, Dahomey, Togoland, the Kongo, Libe- 
ria and Sierra Leone. 

The only drawback to the widespread devel- 
opment of the polm-oil industry in West Africa 
is the lack of transportation, and this will not 
be overcome until the country is well opened 
up. Steady progress is being made in this 
direction, however. There are large paim- 
bearing districts not far from the coast, and 
on the verge of wide navigable rivers, where 
the question of transportation involves no 
great difficulty or expense, and {ft Is in these 
districts that the industry will first be under- 
taken on a large scale. As palm oil will 
bring $150 per ton in Europe at the present 
time, and as, handled on a large scale, it 
could be delivered in Liverpool for $75 per ton, 
including ail charges with cost of production, 
it can be easily seen that future developments 
will be rapid and have an important bearing 
on the general prospects of West Africa. The 
amount of trade here is doubling every ten 
years, and promises in the near future to rival 
that of South Africa. 

The trees ara 30 to 40 feet high and bear as 
many as seven or eight cones of fruit, each 
about the size of a man’s head. These cones 
are studded with the kernels, which consist of 
the fibrous outer coating or pericarp, which 
contains the palm oil and the palm nut, in- 
closed in a thin shell. The pericarp and the 
kernel! yield about 60 and & per cent., re- 
spectively, of their weight in oil. The oil 
obtained from the pericarp is a deep yellowish 
blood red, while that from the kernel is white. 
Both the palm oil and the palm nut oil are 
used locally instead of lard. The natives and 
some Europeans claim that it is a fine flavor. 
The oils are used in Europe in the manufacture 
of soap, candles and lubricating oils, 

There is no cultivation of the fruit other 
than gathering it when matured. The kernels

The trouble in the mills of Lawrence, 
Mass., where the heip Gemands wages 
for a 56-hour week, though working 
only 54 hours, nas had the effect o1 
holding up a good deal of business 
from New England and has prevented 
uny material gain in activity for cer- 
tain articles of the dye market. The 
present week has been satisfactory, 
however, and has held the gain record- 
ed in the previous week. The recent 
reduction in the price of egg albumen 
has accomplished its purpose of mov- 
ing stocks, and there has been a good 
movement into consumers’ hands. 
Sumacs are a little easier on the spot 

.Ket, but futures are unchanged 
and deliveries are problematical. Dex- 
trines and starch ruled for most of 
the week at unchanged prices, but 
competition, fluctuating corn market, 
or whatever reasons are responsible 
for the unsteadiness of the market, 
caused a ten-point increase on Friday 
and slowed up trading. Gambier has 
been held from touching higher fig- 
ures by the expectation of early arri- 
vals. Myrabolanes and turmeric are 
quiet articles on the present market 
and are steady in price. Cutch is 
growing to be a more important arti 
cle in the local market. Indigo is not 
an important factor and interest in the 
article centers in development at pri- 
mary points. Prussiates and bichro- 
mates are steady and are moving free- 
ly. A detailed report of the market 
follows: 

ALBUMEN.—Recent reductions in the 
price of egg albumen have caused con- 
sumers to take on good quantities of 
this article, especially as many believe 
the lower price is but temporary, They 
issert that prices will soon be raised be- 
cause supplies are not coming with ac- 
customed regularity, and this will 
overcome the price cutting which has 
resulted from keen competition. Blood 
albumen is in fair demand and quota- 
tions are made on the level of last 
week :—42@65c. for egg albumen; 22@ 
32c. for blood albumen. 

ANILINE OIL, AND SALT.—Week- 
ly changes in the market for aniline oil 
and salt are few. Trading is not large 
and the lack of competition keeps 
prices at unchanged figures. Present 
quotations are 94@9%c. for salt and 
10%@11%c, for aniline oil. 

BICHLORIDE OF TIN.—There are 
no large orders passing for bichloride 
of tin, but there is a good jobbing 
movement, and buyers evidently are 
following the course of the metal mar- 
ket and are holding off for lower 
prices.
